‘Some Stood on Tiptoe. 


Half an-hour after the accident occurred 
E. 8. Somes, who was among the injured, 


returned to the building, still: in a highly 


nervous state. He said he had been in the 
car when it fell. He had made his way to 
the street and had wandered about, not 
knowing where he went. After he had gone 
several blocks he sat down on a curbstone 
until he recovered partly and then made his 
way back to the scene. 

“ T entered the elevator at the sixth floor,” 
said Mr. Somes. ‘* When the car had passed 
the fourth floor I heard a tremendous re- 
port, then a rasping sound as of breaking 
timbers, and the next moment I was on top 
of a struggling, shrieking pile of people on 
the ground floor. 

“I ascribe my escape without injury to 


the fact that when riding on elevators I al- 


ways stand on tiptoe, prepared to spring into 
the air In case of a fall. This ts wpat I did 
when I heard the report of the breaking ap- 
paratus, and the result wes that I land 
om the top of the-heap. 

“I was rendered almost unconscious from 
the shock. I knew enough to crawl out of 
the car and make my way into the open air, 
where I soon revived. -The thing I wonder 
at most is that the two women who were in 
the car at the time escaped without Injury. 
One’ of them I noticed lying on the bottom 
ofthe car, as, I supposed dead, but I have 
since learned that she was uninjured.” 


Cause in Valve. 

The cause of the accident was the break- 
ing of the. main valve of the elevator en- 
gine. This is situated in the basement of 
the building. In some way the cap blew off 
and the valve exploded at the same time. 
This relieved the piston cylinder of the steam 
pressure required to revolve the cable drum. 
AS soon as the cap blew off there was no 
power to control the cables and lever of the 
elevator, and under its own weight the car 
began a rapid descent. Assistant Engineer 
Ferguson could not say in what condition 
the élevator was nor when it was last in- 
spected. 3 

George Topping, the elevator conductor, in 


‘speaking of, the accident, said: ‘‘ The car 


had just.left the fourth floor when it began

EE. B. Clark, chief engineer of the building, 
and O. W. Fergusor, assistant superintend- 
ent, were delegated to investigate the cause 
of the accident. 

“We have made a thorough examination 
of the broken car and the machinery,”’ said 
Chief Engineer Clark, “‘ but could find noth- 
ing that would lead us to détermine the direct 
cause of the accident. In some unknown 
manner the valVe must have become weak- 
ened. I do not understand how any weak 
point in the apparatus could have escaped 
the rigid inspection which the law requires.’’ 

“The Otis Elevator company has been re-

right,” sald George A. Crozier, the Fisher 
Building watchman. “No _ inspection, 
howéver, was. made so far as I know, al- 
though it was time there should be.’

I have not seen one since 
the last inspection was made several months 
ago.” 

Chief Elevator Inspector Talks. 

Chief Elevator \Inspeetor C. H. Magoon 
when seen at his home said the elevators in 
the Fisher Building were inspected last 
about four months ago. 

“The elevators in the building were re- 
garded as among the safest in the city,” 
said he. ‘* They have been examined twice 
every year and we never have had occasion 
to complain of their condition. I was in the 
building on Friday and then noticed that one 
of the elevators was being repaired. I do 
not recollect the exact date on which the 


elvators were last inspected. The lifts-are 


provided with the friction safety clutches. 
The clutches are so constructed that they 
are supposed to stop a falling elevator by the 
tline it has dropped five feet.” 


Owner Shotild Notify City Officials. 

“It is the duty of the agent of the build- 
ing where the elevator is being repaired to 
notify-the city of the alterations, and if he. 
fails to do’so the firm making the repairs 


~ahould, set ’to said Assistant Superintend- 


ént~ of Buildings Timethy O'Shea. ‘The 
Fisher elevators, fustas those in other build- 
ings, are inspected semi-annually, but if any 
repairs were made the inspector of the dis- 
trict should have inspected the lifts after the 
work was done. The city c#mnot watch all 
the buildings, and it is necessary that the 
owners should coéperate for the safety of 
the public. When elevators have been in- 
spected the inspector makes out a certificate 
giving the lifting capacity of the elevator and 
the date of the inspection, which should be 
posted in the car, where every passenger 
can see it. I have been out of the city, so do

RECORD OF CITY’S SHAME. 


Under the prod of wholesale charges of 


neglect, carelessness, and utter disregard of 


public rights and public comfort the city 
administration has been rydely awakened 
from the condition of apathy into which 
municipal affairs have drifted for the last 
year. 

When the Aldermen return to municipal 
duties at the opening session of the Council 
tomorrow hight they will find evidence that 
the Mayor and the city authorities have 
either been shutting their eyes to the doings 
of their subordinates or have been asleep 
while “the other fellows’ were “ wide 
awake.” They will find nearly every city 
bureau involved in an investigation or a 
court hearing, or concerned in complaints 
from citizens. Hearing of charges will be 
resumed or opened tomorrow. The awak- 
ening came as one department alter another 
was aroused by the indignant protests of 
long suffering citizens and by appeals to va- 
rious tribunals for redress. 

When the Council reconvenes it will find 
two bureaus conducting investigations of 
frauds which are alleged to have robbed 
the city and the citizens; it will find six pu- 
reaus and departments involved in charges 
of neglect and malfeasance, and one with 
suspended charges hanging over it. It will 
be found that two departments have awak- 
ened to the fact that they were not enforc- 
ing ordinances intended for the protection 
of public safety and comfort. 


List of Charges, 
The charges the Council will find preferred 


‘against departments are: 


Charges that a contractors’ combine has con- 
trolled local improvement work. 

Charges that the bureaus in the Department 
of Public Works aided this combination by il- 
legal division of contracts. 

Charges that contractors have used inferior 
material in substitution for that specified. 

Charges that the Building department has 
been subject to political influence. 


Charges that the Water department has been 


robbed by illicit mains in the Stock-Yards. 
Charges that short wet§ht coal dealers have 
ore city, county, and individual pur- 


‘Charges that lexity in the 
ment caused fatalities in burning buildings. 
Charges that employes of the Civil Service 
commission were bribed to produce examination 
qtestions. 
Cherges that police Lieutenants and ser- 
geants resorted to fraud in examinations. 
Charges that city bridges have been permit- 
ted, through negligence of the Public Works de- 
partment, to fall into dilapidation te the great 
inconvenience of citizens. 
Charges that city parks have been permitted 
to fall into decay through lack of care, though 
money was available for the purpose. 
that city streets have become im- 
passable for lack of attention. 
Charges that inattention to sidewalk repairs 
is drawing the city into bankruptcy tarvu. 
damage judgements. 


Charges Under Investigation. 


In a majority of cases investigations are 
pending upon these charges. The Civil Serv- 
ice commission's hearing of the charges 
against the Board of Bocal Improvements 
will be resumed tomorrow. The Department 
of Public Works, the Street department, the 
Sewer Department, the engineer’s office, and 
the Bureau of Special Assessments are in- 
volved. In the courts a contest between the 


civil service and the City Hall politicians | 


will be opened over the certification of eligi- 
ble Lieutenants. The methods of the Civil 


‘ S€rvice commission have been attacked, and 


it is charged that questions have Been se- 
cured before examinations were held. Proof 
is alleged to have been found that the city 
has been robbed in water rates and frauds 
in coal sales have been discovered and car- 
ried into the courts. 

Charges that political influence has been 
able to secure the erection of buildings con- 
trary to law have been suspended over the 
Building department until after the Civil 
Service commission has disposed of the in- 
vestigation of the Board of Local Improve- 
ments. Charges that the board has per- 
mitted the use of a slag cement in the place 
of Portland cement, and that an inferior 
quality of work has resulted, are awaiting 


hearing. Citizens have sent delegations to 


the City Hall with complaints against Hay- 
market square and other streets which have 
been neglected. Protests have been made 
against the neglect of the Engineer's depart- 
ment to repair.the approaches to river 
bridges. It is claimed that the city’s policy 
in. sidewalk repairs is driving it into the 
Sheriff's hands. Small parks have become 
a dumping ground. 


‘ Mayor Asks for Transcript. 

Mayor Harrison is credited with having 
awakened, with the other officials in the 
City Hall, and to have asked for a transcript 
of evidence presented against the heads of 
departments in the proceedings of trials thus 
far. It is predicted by Republican Aldermen 
that Alderman Fowler will succeed in mak- 
ing good his accusations of malfeasance, 
and it is a matter of conjecture whether the 
defense of the Board of Local Imprévements 
that the officials were ignorant of practices 
and stopped them upon discovery will miti- 
gate the verdict to a mild censure. 

In the*Police department the contest be-

CHAMPIONSHIP DOG FIGHT aT 
BLUE ISLAND ENDS IN ROW. 


Joseph Farmer Objects to William 
Delihant’s Decision Against White 
Brandy and Sends a Bullet Into Lat- 
ter’s Hand, Scattering Money,Which 
Farmer Then Seizes—Young Duke, 
Owned by Pat Conroy, Declared to. 
Have Beat of Contest. 


Because he was not satisfied with the 
referee's decision of a dogfight at Blue Island 
yesterday afternoon, Joseph Farmer, whose 
dog was held to be the loser, shot the stake 


‘money out of Referee William I. Delihant’s 


hand, took it, and drove away with his 
brother, William. A lot of disgusted men 
then returned to Chigago, having lost the 
money they had wagered on the contest. 
The fight, which took place In Bruno’s.place, 
west of the village, had lasted seventeen 
minutes and was exceedingly savage. It 
was between White Brandy,.owned by the 
Farmer brothers, the dog fanciers, and 
Young Duke; owned by Pat Conroy; Fortieth 
street and Wentworth avenue, anda half 
dozen sporting men. Young Duke has. been 
considered the champion of the world, and 
those present say this dog seemed to have 
the best of the fight. 

After the trouble began Al Fisk, 3643 South 
Maplewood avenue, who at one time fought 
Peter Jackson under the name of Jack King, 
tried to protect Delihant, and Joseph Farm- 
er, with two revolvers in his hands, fired at 
Fisk. One bullet entered Fisk's left leg and 
wag extracted later. by Dr. Seim of Blue 
Isiand. The other bullet passed through 
Fisk’s clothes and grazed the thigh. 

Neither Delihant’s nor Fisk's injuries are 
considered serious. 

The entire affair was characterized as a 
“holdup ”’ by the men who witnessed it. 


Arrive in Blue Island Early. 

Shortly after noon delegations of Chicago 
sports arrived in Blue Island and were taken 
to Buno’s place, The fight was for the cham- 
pionship of the world. The twelve-foot pit 
had been pitched on the second floor and the 
hall was filled with men. Spectators were 
evenly divided as to the merits of the dogs, 
and $750 had been wagered on the outcome. 
The owners of the dogs had placed $200 a 
side on the result, and this money, in addi- 
tion to a part of the side bets, had been 
placed in the keeping of Delihant, who re- 
sides at 3006 South Forty-first avenue. 

Among those who were in the hall were 
Al Fisk, Tom Kerwin, Alderman McCor- 
mick, Tom Gleason, Thomas Dunne, Dave 
Roach, James Worley, and N. §. Sire. Time 
was called at 3:05. 

It was a revolting sight which followed. 
In the pit the two dogs bit and tore each 
other. The growls and bites seemed to elate 
the spectators, who urged them on. 

“Go it, Duke,” “Tear him, Brandy,” 
“ Kill him,” were cries heard in the hall. 
Finally even the brute natures of the an- 
tagonists began to fail. , 

Delihant, who refereed the fight, gave it 
to young Duke. Then the trouble began. 
Joseph Farmer sprang toward him and cov- 
ered him with a revolver. 

“I want that money,” he exclaimed. 
“ That kind of decision don’t go with me:”’ 

Delthant hesitated and reached for his 
own revolver, Before he had a chance to 
draw it Farmer pulled the trigger. 
bullet passéd through Delihant’s hand. The 
money fell to the floor, and Joseph Farmer 
and his brother, gathered it up in the 
scramble which followed. 


Panic in the Hall. 

The men who were in the room were panic- 
stricken. Some of them jumped from the 
windows, while others rushed to the door. 

In the meantime Fisk had reached Deli- 
‘hant’s side and struck William Farmer in the 
face. Joseph Farmer wrested Delihant’s re- 
volver from his hand, and with a gun in each 
hand began to shoot at Fisk. Fisk ran out 
of the rear door, and as he reached the yard 
was struck by one of the balls. 

The Farmer brothers jumped into a buggy 
The two injured men were 
taken to Biuve Island avenue, where Dr. 
Glim dressed their wounds. Then the entire 
contingent returned home.

FIELD MUSEUM CURATOR 
FINDS FOSSIL REMAINS 
OF LARGEST DINOSAUR. 


Elmer 8. Riggs Returns from Western 
Colorado Trip with Portions of Skel- 
eton—Wide Scientific Interest Is 
Aroused by the Discovery. 


Elmer 8S. Riggs, assistant curator of the 
Field Columbian Museum, has returned home 
from his fossil-hunting trip in western 


| Celorado, during which he found the fossil 


remains of the largest animal which ever 
lived on this earth, according to all scientific 
records. 

The scientific name of the animal is bronto- 
faurus excelsis, and is commonly termed a 
dinosaur. The specimen pf which Professor 
Riggs found a part was, acc ng to scien- 
tific calculation, about seventy-five feet long 
and twenty or twenty-one feet in height. 
The next largest specimen of this creature 
ever discovered was estimated to be sixty- 
five feet long and eighteen feet in height. 

The portions of the skeleton secured by the 
Riggs party were the two thigh bones, a 
number of vertabre, and seven or eight ribs. 
The thigh is. six feet and ten inches in length, 
the vertebre fifteen inches in diameter, and 
the ribs over nine feet long and eight inches 
broad. 

The dinosaurs were the largest animals of 
prehistoric times, existing when the region 
now covered by the Rocky Mountains wasa 
waste of marsh and fresh water lakes. The 
find of Professor Riggs has aroused wide 
scientific interest.

NOISE DRIVES HBR CRAZY 


CLAMOR OF CITY TOO MUCH FOR

Woman’s Mind Gives Way Under Con- 
stant Nervous Strain of Listening to

Constant clanging of cable car gongs and

Yesterday Mrs. Mary Mar- 
tin, who came to the city recently from a 
country town, and who has been living in 
Woodlawn, was taken to the Hyde Park 
Police Station, her mind sadly unbalanced, 
Her mania takes the form of imitating the 


railroad noises, and shoutitig to imaginary 
persons to look out for the cars. 

For some time Mrs. Martin has resided in 
the near neighborhood of the South Side 


trains as they rattled up and. down Sixty- 
third street. Having come from a quiet 
country town and being of a hysterical tem- 
perament, the unceasing racket, night and 
day, evidently took possession of her mind 
stronger than any one fact. Woodlawn 
being surrounded, in a way, by the Illinois 
Central railroad, the Jackson Park and Cot- 
tage. Grove avenue cable lines, and the ele- 
vated road, there were few minutes of her 
existence when some sort of gong or bell 
was not in hearing. Mrs. Martin had the 
same experience that thousands of other 
Chicago residents are having every day, 
but, like them, she had not learned to en- 
dure it. 

Doctor Declares Her Insane. 

Friday aftefnoon Mrs. Martin walked 
boldly into the home of Mrs. Blakesley, 6547 
Drexel avenue, and asked for something to 
eat. After being given something: she sud- 
denly put her hands to her mouth and made 
a noise in imitation of a cable car in mo- 
tion. Mrs. Blakesley sent for a doctor, who 
declared the woman insane, and she was 
subsequently taken to the Hyde Park Police 
Station. 
When she reached the station Mrs. Mar- 
tin’s mania took on a more violent form. 
She would suddenly spring to her feet and 
scream and shout to imaginary pedestrians 
to look out for the train., When not doing 
that she would imitate the sound of cable 
car gongs and the creaking and rattle of 
elevated railroad trains by placing her hand 
to her lips. This would be kept up until she 
became apparently exhausted. 

That Mrs. Martin was not driven to in- 
eanity through hunger or immediate want 
was disclosed when $60 in cash and a check 
for $700 more were found in her pocket by 
the matron of the police station. The ad- 
dress of her sister-in-law, Mrs. Maggie 
Smith, 8420 Morgan street, was also found 
in her pocket. The check was signed by 
Jacob Martin of Deerfield, Ind. The sister- 
in-law was notified to take charge of her. 


Opinions of Nerve Specialists.” 

Two Chicago nerve specialists who were 
told of Mrs. Martin's case last night were 
inclined to think that the nerve racking 
noises which Mrs. Martin strove to imitate 
were not the direct cause of insanity, but 
were incidental toit. Dr. E. Fletcher Ingals, 
however, agreed that the constant rattle of 
cars ard bells, to which hysterical women 
are forced to’ isten tn Chicago, was often 
sufficient to unbalance them mentally. Dr. 
D. R. Brower expressed a belief that Mrs. 


that, coming from the country, the cable 
noises had made a stronger impression on 
her than anything else. Consequently when 
she lost her mind her mania took that form. 

“T never heard of a case like it,’’. Dr. 
Brower said. “Street car noises are too 
common to make a distinct impression on 
city people, and so, when they go insane, 
their mania takes some more unusual form. 
It was natural that some such impression 
should manifest itself in this case, I agree 
that the street noises in Chicago are bad 
enough to injure a good many nervous sys- 
tems, though.”’ 

Dr. Ingals said: “I never heard of insan- 
ity manifesting itself in that way. belief 
is that something else caused the insanity, 
and that this was merely the manifestation 
of it. In the case of a nervous, hysterical 
woman, however, I believe that Chicago 
noises are bad enough, in some instances, to 
unbalance them. Generally: these women 
would go insane for some other cause. Prob- 
ably in this instance the city noises were im- 
pressed on the woman’s mind stronger than 
anything else, and hence it was natural that

‘The only excitement in Shenandoah today, 
outside of that caused by the arrival of the 
troops this morning, was when Purcell and 
a number of strikers captured a meeting be- 
ing held in Robinson’s Hall and adopted a 
resolution to continue the strike. The meet- 
ing was called by a humber of citizens to dis- 
cuss the condition of affairs. Purcell and 
the strikers appeared early and when the 
meeting was called to order were found to 
be in the majority. The meeting nearly re- 
sulted in a pitched battle between the fac! 
tiohs. The presence of troops near the build- 
ing, however, prevented bloodshed. 

It is feared, too, there may be more troub 
soon, for the saloons are all open and are 
freely patronized by both soldiers and 
strikers, 

Shenandoah never saw as many troops as 
will be on duty on Monday. Besides the 
guard at each mine all the country roads near 
the collieries will be patrolied by infantry and 
cavalry, while the city streets will be policed 
by boys in blue, armed with rifles and bayo- 
nets. Whether this display of force will 
overawe the strikers is doubted by many 
here who saw the determined stand the mob 
made yesterday against the Deputy Sheriffs, 
The feeling of uneasiness is augmented by 
the reports from Hazleton that trouble is 
feared there next week. 


Militia on Every Hilltop. 

On every hill overlooking the city white 
army tents are gleaming among the trees, 
and the bayonets of many sentries flash in 
the sun. On the highest hill of all, Colum- 
bia Park, are posted the cannon hurried here 
from Pheenixville during the night. The 
streets, too, are crowded all day with march- 
ing squads of troops and orderiies dashing 
hither and, thither on horseback. 

This afternoon four soldiers were playing 
cards in the very saloon whence issued the 
shot that precipitated yesterday's riot. Hun- 
dreds of country people and peaceful strike 
ers crowded into the town to behold the mar- 
tial display of Pennsylvania's Third Brigade.

An equally large crowd greeted each com- 
pany as it arrived.

Rev. E. 8. Phillips, the Catholic priest who 
has used every effort to secure arbitration 
between the miners and the operators, today 
gave up all hope of a peaceful settlement 
and declared himself in with the men fora 
finish fight. 

Father Phillips, in a signed statement, says 
the only hope of the strikers is united action, 
in which even those miners having no griev- 
ances shall take part, to deplete the market 


| by prevénting production of coal. He de- 


clares the employers wrong in refusing to 
meet the men, insisting they should con- 
sider the public interests as well as their 
own private profit. 

That there still is time for peace Father 
Phillips impresses upon the operators, but 
he says if they continue in their present 
policy it- will be war, in which the workman 
will be justified. | 

An appeal is made to every man and wom- 
an in the land to do all possible to con- 
tribute to the successful issue of the strike. 


Sees Little Hope for Settlement. 


The letter of Father Phillips is as follows: 
’ “Phe situation has taken a new phase, and 
is therefore less hopeful. 

“Tf. thé executive officials of the big coal 
‘carrying companies have been correctly 


thé end desired by the general public—name- 
ly: a discontinuance of the conflict between 
labor and capital.

“Is there no further way of preventing 
the inevitable? I must confess I see none, 
unless the meeting between Archbishop 
Ryan of Philadelphia and the coal officials 
in New York proves to be more than, as 
President Olyphant and President Trues- 
dale are alleged to have said, an informal 
conversation on current events. 
“The hand is now writing on the wall the 
awful responsibility for the strike. Whose 
name will be written—operator or miner? 
“I appeal to the men of capital who con- 
trol the destinies of 143,000 miners and in- 
directly the happiness of millions to pause 
in their determination to crush the hands 
of hopt and peace raised in prayer. 
“ Justice is not always blind, and, de- 
spising the God of peace, they cannot de- 
spise of the god of war and the god of venge- 
ance. The blood and wretchedness.of Shen- 
andoah today in tears will cry to heaven 
for vengeance. Will the warning be heeded? 
There is still time for peace, but if war be 
inevitable and the miner is denied confer- 
ence and denied arbitration he must, as 
an American freeman, decide for himself 
and his wretched fireside. Then, I say, if 
a strike as 4 — making the cause of one 
e cause all, may God nt that in 
the end he will triumph. — 


Any Men Returning. 

“This is my first jarring tone in all that 
I have said and done in the unhappy situa- 
tion. I do not, and never will recede from 
the position I publicly took in the labor meet- 
ing last Wednesday at Jeddo. G. B. Markle 
& Co. have taught the miners and operators 
a like wholesome lesson of justice and fair 
play in solemnly professing a determination 
to adhere to their old agreement with their 
employés. Ethics, common honesty, and 
public sympathy have not been appealed to 
in vain and today they’ occupy the unequal 
position among coal operators of professing 
abiding faith in the principle of arbitration 
as the safest and surest way of bringing 
their employés in closest touch and sym- 
pathy with them for their mutual interest 
and the best interests of the community.

Deputies Besieged in Hotel. 

The police of Freeland, nine miles from Ha- 
zleton, late tonight arrested three Deputy 
Sheriffs on the charge of carrying concealed 
weapons.

COAL SOON WILL BE ALL SOLD. 


Anthracite Dealers Put Oct. 15 as the 
Probable Limit at Present 
Rate of Demand. » 


Anthracite coal dealers were more dis- 
turbed by the drafts upon their supply dur- 
ing the last week than they cared to ac- 
knowledge, and yesterday three of the prin- 
cipal dealers stated that unless a halt was 
called immediately the supply in the city 
would not last until Oct. 15. One dealer 
put the limit at Oct. 10. 

“It is not so much the question of how 
much coal have we on hand,”’ said President 
W. 8. Bogle of the Crescent Coal and Min- 
ing company yesterday. afternoon, “ but 
what are we going to do with what we have. 
I am not in favor of the anthracite dealers 
getting together because that would arouse 
a suspicion that we intended to rob the 
people, but.I believe that each dealer should 
see that his coal is distributed carefully, no 
purchaser being permitted to have more than 
he will consume in two months. If this is 
done the supply in the city will last sixty 
days and none will suffer. If it is not done 
a few- persons will have enough coal to Jast 
them until spring, while scores of citizens 
will ‘rag have sufficient fuel to keep warm a 
month.”’ 


Supply at Beginning of Strike. 
Reports from eighteen leading wholesale 
dealers in the city who control the supply 
show that on Sept. 14, when the strike began, 
the Chicago docks contained 412,030 tons, 
divided as follows:

MEN DETERMINED TO WIN.;

‘Urge Peaceful Methods in the Straggle 
Operators—“Mother” Jones 
Marches at Head of Column Whick 
Visits Working Shafts — Deputies 
Ptevent Interference with the Em- 
pleyes — Every. Colliery Is Now 
Guarded Against an Attack. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 22.—{Special.]—The 
wives and daughters of the striking anthra- 
cite coal miners have suddenly become an 
important factor in the situation. Early this 
morning they headed a column of strikers 
that marched from McAdog and Janesville 
to the collieries at Beaver Meadow and Cole- 
raine. Within a day or two National Or- 
ganizer Dilcher will have started several 
women’s auxiliary unions in and near Ha- 
sleton. 

The women of this region are even more 
enthusiastic over the strike and more de- 
termined than the men. So far they have 
acted for peace not violence. There were 
fifty women in the squad that led the Mc- 
Adoo men on Beaver Meadow. They started 
before dawn, hoping to take the operators 
by surprise and capture the workmen before 
they reached the plants. 


Mother ” Jones Leads the 

At the head of the column. marched 
“ Mother’”’ Jones, with a woman carrying 
a strip of red, white, and blue bunting nailed 
to a broom handle. Behind her, two by two, 
tramped the long line of miners’ wives and 
daughters, armed with brooms and sticks. 
Two hundred and fifty men brought up the 
rear of the column, reinforced by a band. . 

Day had dawned when the marchers 
reached Coleraine. When they turned down 
the road leading to the collieries they found 
the way blocked by a squad of deputy 
sheriffs. The operators had been warned 
and the plant was guarded by over 100 spe- 


to trespass, and finding they could not reach 
the men at work, hurried down the valley 
to Beaver Meadow. Here a force of 200 
deputy sheriffs was awaiting them and they 
gave up their efforts to reach the men and 
induce them to quit work. Instead they pa- 
raded the streets of the town for an hour. 

Then many of the women gave up from 
exhaustion. They had marched six miles 
over rough mountain roads without food. 
An open air meeting was held, the strikers 
being urged to refrain from violence. 


Women Urged to Be Firm. 

**Mother”’’ Jones, who was brought here 
from Chicago by the miners’ leaders, will 
devote herself largely in future to keeping 
the spirit of strike rife among the women. 

Several similar marches are being planned, 
each of which will be headed by a squad of 
women. 

The miners still at work dread the tongues 
of the women more than they do the men. 
The few men encounteréd on their way to 
work this morning promptly fied to the 
woods when they saw the column of women 
advancing. 

Every mine in the Hazleton district now is 
guarded heavily by deputy sheri@s. . At 
Coxe Bros.’ Beaver Meadow plant thé guards 
are quartered in railway cars. At every coi- 
liery notices have been posted warning the 
men not to trespass. In this locality, where 
the command of the leaders is still law, 
these notices are obeyed. 


Hazleton Expects Outbreak. 


The Shenandoah riots resulted in closing 
today of the five Lehigh Valley company col- 
lieries and those of the Thomas Coal com- 
pany and the Cambridge’s camp. The seven 
plants employed 3,600 men, all of whom are 
out. In the Hazleton region the number of 
idle men has grown to 14,185, a gain of 860. 
No change of figures is reported elsewhere. 

The Markle mines at Jedda and Oakdale are 
working and the company is making every 
effort to get all its men back to work. 
There is a considerable humber of watch- 
men on the company’s property, and the 
Sheriff's deputies ag within easy march.

Delegates to this council shall be elected for a 
term of six months, new delegates to be seated the 
first meetings in January and July. 

It was a friend of Mr. Carroll who pointed 
out this section, and significantly remarked 
at the same time: “ You will doubtless 
remember that the delegates from the Plas- 
terers at Friday night’s meeting of the 
council were accepted, but not seated.”’ 

When pressed for an explanation and 
asked if this was what Carroll and his 
friends relied upon to keep him in the coun- 
cil, he said: ‘I am not saying anything. 
I am simply referring you to a certain sec- 
tion of the constitution. You can judge 
for yourself whether it is in the power of 
the council to lawfully reject the new dele- 
gates from the plasterers.” 

This man also pointed out another perti- 
rient sentence in section 2 of article 2 which 
reads: *‘ The council reserves the right to 
reject any or all delegates.”’ 


Must Defer Seating Delegates. 

' * You can see the council not only has the 
power to rejéct the plasterers’ delegation,” 
the speaker continued, “* but, according to 
the constitution, it is compelled to, or at 
least to defer seating them until the first 
meeting in January. Whether this will 
done, I am not prepared to say, but if Car- 
roll or his friends insist that the constitution 
of the council be lived up to I fail to see how 
the plasterers can possibly be seated. Of 
course, to turn the plasterers down would 
mean their withdrawal from the council, and 
I imagine action on this matter will largely 
turn on the question of expediency.”’ 

Many people have wondered at the un- 
varying corifidence of Carroll and his 
friends with reference to the outcome of the 
present controversy. The explanation seems 
to be at hand.

After a running fight, lasting a half hour, 
three men, accused of the robbery and as- 
sault of two passengers on the Chicago-St.

Two of them offered 
no resistance, but the third drew a revolver 
and fully twenty shots were fired as the men 
fled from the officers.

From New York they went to Atlantic City 
and stopped at the Hotel Brighton, regisier- 
iag under the name Duncan. Here Dunton 
chartered the sloop yacht J. W. Morgan and 
galled for Hampton Roads as the start on 
an elaborate itinerary down the Atlantic 
coast. It was his fondness for yachting thac 
fed to his arrest. The detectives, while 
close upon Dunton’s heels, were not able to 
inon him. Finally it was thought best 
te see if some one had not chartered a 
yacht; then find the man, and sec if he were 
nét the fugitive. This was done ard the 
bank employé was caught. 


Duftton Has $2,000 Cash. 


Pinkerton’s men were here awaiting his 
arrival and he was arrested asstated.

pedestrians, and vesselmen allege that the 
protections have become so weak that con- 
tact with them brings down a portion of the 
structure. Lack of money for this work, as 
well as for other, is advanced as the reason 
for delay in making repairs. -Itds asserted 
that the expense of repairs would be doubled 
by working during the navigation season, 
and steps towards a general rebui:ding are 
promised with the closing of lake traffic. 
The charge of laxity against the City Dn- 
gineer’s office is made by vesselmen. They 
declare that the bridges and approaches are 
in a pitiable state. The assertion is made 
that every time a boat runs into a bridge 
protection or an approach something gives 
way, the approaches being unsafe and the 
pilings surrounding the certer pier bridges 
rotten. During the week THE TRIBUNE'S 
investigation brought to light some of the 
tardy work being carried on by the Engi- 
neer’s department. 


Condition at Division Street. 


The Division street bridge was torn down 
nearly three months ago. The effect has 


‘been the cutting off of all communication be- 


tween the north and west territories which 
it connected. No. effort was made by the 
city to furnish to the citizens means of com- 
munication until long after the old bridge 
was razed. Pressure was brought to bear 
on the City Hall officials, who finally decided 
to construct a pontoon bridge for foot pas- 
sengers. But even this piece of work is not 
yet finished, and it may be another week be- 
fore it is completed. 

It took the city employés more than 
forty days to repair eighty, feet of the foot 
walk of the State street bridge. Pedestrians 
were obliged to dodge electric cars and 
wagons for nearly two months just because 
there is something lacking in the business 
methods of the City Hall administration. 

Though $100,000. has been-spent on bridge 
repairs since Jan. 1 the Weed street and Cly- 
bourn om 4 bridges have been closed .to 
traffic for & year. THE TRIBUNE published 
‘the details of the inconvenience suffered by 
business interests and residents in that 
vicinity on this account. . 

Light on Political Methods. 

A little light upon the political methods of 
employing laborers has been given in the dis- 
charge of men in the water pipe extension 
department. No foremen:-were discharged. 
The reduction in force left ninety laborers, 
about eleven to each of the eight districts. 
Two foremen in each district remain over a 
force of eleven workmen. The protest 
against the discharge of foremen would have 
been more than the department cared to in- 
vite. 


FIND SUSPICIOUS WATER PIPE. 


City Officials Discover Uncharted Main 
in Heart of Stock-Yards Running 
Toward Armour & Co. Plant. 


Another unrecorded water pipe was dis- 
covered yesterday at the intersection of Cook 
and -Forty-fourth ,streets, in the heart of 
Packingtown. It was traced 500 feet west, to 
the east line of Packers avenue, where the 
work will be resumed this morning. The pipe 
is running directly west towards the cooper- 
house and the butterine plant of Armour & 


oO. 

The attention of Superintendent H. O. 
Nourse was directed@ to this point by a man 
who had discovered a soft spot in the ground, 
indicating that some digging had been in 
progress. Fifty men were sent to the place, 
which was found in the intersection of Cook 
and Forty-fourth streets, near an eight-inch 


city main and across the street from the fire 


main. .The workmen found in making the 
excavationtthat the soil had been turned re- 
cently. They found two pipes in the ground, 
one four feet down and the second five and 
one-half feet. The first was a 24-inch pipe, 
old and apparently unused. However, it had 
been cut recently, as if workmen had sev- 
ered it for the purpose of digging down to the 
four-inch main’ beneatlf” As soon as the 
earth was opened between the two)pipes 
water commenced pouring in and drove the 
workmen out of the ditch. | sit 
Not Connected with Main. 
Another opening was made between the 
oint where the pipe was discovered in the 
center of Cook street and the east line along 
which the city’s eight-inch main runs. It 
was found that the unrecorded pipe did 
not connect with the main, so the inference 
of the workmen was that it had a junction 
with the fire main somewhere in the vicini- 
ty. Desiring to know where the line of pipe 
stopped, the workmen made a number of 
openings in line with the first one, south of 
the officesand killing-houses of the Thomas 
J. Lipton .company. At the east line of 
Packers avenue the four-inch pipe was 
found in good’ condition, but the unused 
two and one-half inch pipe was traced only 
half-way to that point. It is the intention 
of Superintendent Nourse and Foreman Ga- 
han to follow,the pipe to its destination, and 
if it is found on the premises of one of the

COAL DEALERS TO BE WATCHED. 


Detectives Will Keep Those Suspected 
of Short Weight Cheating Under 
Constant Surveillance. 


New precautions are to be adopted by City 
Sealer Quinn to protect coal consumers 
against short weight cheating. Nine large 
wholesale coal dealers entered into a plan 
with the City Sealer yesterday to prevent 
the adoption by small coal concerns of the 
methods pursued by the “ Pardee Coal and 
Iron company.’ Each of the small coal deal- 
ers known to be delivering coal without first 
having it weighed by a city weigher will be 
put under special surveillance. Detectives | 
are to be employed by the wholesale con- 
cerns and under the direction of Mr. Quinn 
are te make daily rounds to the yards under 
suspicion. 

Sealer Quinn promises that prosecutions 
will follow any attempts to sell under weight. 
He says that within two weeks at least 
fifteen dealers, now under watch by him, 
will be arrested. 

‘The wholesalers expect to profit by their 
cotperation with .the City Sealer. They 
maintain that the short weight dealers have 
invariably been seeking trade by offers to 
sell under the market price, thus competing 
on a dishonest basis with legitimate dealers. 

“I will have a corps of detectives out next 
week,’ said Sealer Quinn. ‘‘ The number of 
victims which the Pardee company secured 
convinces me that there are others in the 
short weight business. 

“The detectives to be employed by the 
wholesalers will be placed under my charge. 
I intended to put them to watching several 
coal yards now under suspicion. From pres- 
ent indications I expect to have about fifteen 
short weight dealers arrested within the 
next two weeks.”’ 

G. R. Thornton, a coal dealer at 177 On- 
tario street, was arrested by the City Sealer 
yesterday On the charge of selling coal under 
weight. The warrant was sworn out by Pa- 
trolman Clune of the East Chicago Avenue 
Station, and charged that Thornton sold him 
a load of coal which was 400 pounds under 
weight. Thornton claimed that as he had 
no scales of his own he accepted the weight 
fixed by the wholesale yards. 

H. L. Barton and C. E. Schroer, partners 
in the “ Pardee company,’’ were unable to 
secure bail for their release from the Har- 
rison Street Station yesterday. Both of 
the prisoners are held under charges con- 
tained in eight warrants of obtaining money 
under false pretenses afd of illegally con- 
ducting a corporation. Sealer Quinn kept 
a detective-at the station to rearrest the 
men, if released, on other warrants. Their 


.trials are set for hearing on next Friday. 


PATIENT LEAPS FROM WINDOW. 


Mrs. Katherine Buroski Commits Sui- 
cide at Cook County Hospital While 
( Attendants Relax Vigilance. 


Mrs. Katherine Buroski, a patient at 
the Cook County Hospital, committed 
suicide early yesterday morning by leap- 
ing from a third story window. Her life- 
less body was found several hours later 
and removed to the county morgue. The 
woman was 25 years old and lived with 
her husband at 3223 Wallstreet. Ten days 
ago she Was taken sick with a stomach 
disease and was removed to the hospital. 
A close watch was not kept on her, and 
when she asked to be permitted to go to 


the bathroom the nurse offered no objections. 


Reaching the bathroom, it is believed, she 
immediately raised the window and leaped 
to the ground. 


MAN HURT ON A CAR NEGLECTED 
Thomas Burton, Injured in Stepping 


_ from Wentworth Trolley Near Madi- 


son, Waits Long for Ambulance. 


Thomas Burton, 6430 Armour avenue, in 
stepping from a south-bound Wentworth 
avenué electric car last evening. between 
Madison and Monrve streets was thrown to 
the pavement and seriously injured.

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VETERANS OUT OVERCASH 


W. H. HABPER ACCUSES C. A. OAK- 
LEY OF MISREPRESENTING. 


Says Latter Solicits in Name of Citi- 
 sensEncampment Committee, G. A. 

R., and Uses Funds Collected for An- 

other Organization—Latter Denies 

Charge—Open Letter by Former 
Warns Public Against Paying—Res- 
ignation Threatened. 


William H. Harper, Executive Director of 
the Grand Army encampment, yesterday ina 
letter made public by himself charged'C. A. 
Oakley, Secretary of the Chicago Veterans’ 
association, with collecting subscriptions in 
behalf of the Citizens’ committee and ap- 
propriating the money to purposes other 
than those for which it was given. * The 
letter was intended as a notice to business 
firms and individuals that Mr. Oakley was 
not authorized to solicit money to pay the 
expenses of the encampment. 

‘ Captain William P. Black, President of 
the Veterans’ association and a brother of 


General John C. Black, on learning of the. 


charge threatened to resign. Secretary Oak- 
ley declared the charge was unjustifiable. 

The association has offices in room 61 at 140 
Dearborn street, from which place it con- 
ducts its mission of giving aid to disabled 
veterans, particularly those not connected 
with the Grand Army. 


Charges Made in Letter. 

Director Harper’s letter bears date of Sept. 
22, and says, in part: 

“TI have received so many complaints 
about your action in soliciting funds for the 
committee having in charge the thirty- 
fourth national encampment of the G. A. R. 
that I have concluded to write you this 
open letter in the hope that by giving the 
facts to the world it will prevent you in the 
future from collecting money under mis- 
representation. 

“You well know that during the month of 
July, when we were endeavoring to collect 
money to pay the expenses of the encamp- 
ment, you and your associates went to 
numerous business-men and _ solicited 
monéy, stating that thé money was to be 
used for the expenses of the encampment, 
and that upon sueh representations you col- 
lected money, and never accounted for it to 
our committee, but, as I am informed, put it 
in the treasury of your association, the 
Chicago Veterans’ association. 

“IT called upon you in the month of July, 
and plainly stated to you what I had dis- 
covered; and you said to me that your asso- 
ciation had $500 in the bank, and for the 
present had no further use of funds, and 
that your association would cease soliciting 
until after the thirty-fourth national en- 
campment. You further know that you 
violated this promise. 

“It has been reported to this office by Mr. 
Alexander H. Revell of A. H. Revell & Co., 
Mr. John W. Sweet of Sweet, Dempster & 
Co., and by various other business-men that 
you or your organization are now engaged 
in soliciting money with which to pay the 
debts of the thirty-fourth national encamp- 
ment, G. A. R. These parties have come 
to me and asked if’ you were authorized to 
solicit money for this purpose; and I have 
assured them that you had no such right or 
authority.’’ 


On Order of Citizens’ Committee. 

“The letter was issued on instructions 
from the Citizens’ committee,” said Di- 
rector Harper. ‘‘ Recently Mr. Oakley has 
been soliciting subscriptions from bésiness 
firms, saying the money was to be used to 
meet a deficit in the Citizens’ committee 
fund. He also appealed in the name of the 
Grand Army for money to defray the ex- 
penses of burying pauper veterans. His 
efforts became such a nuisance that we de- 
cided to issue a statement warning people 
against him. We discovered that as re- 
cently jas last Thursday Mr. Oakley had col- 
lected $200.” 

Mr. Oakley lives at 1647 Wrightwood ave- 
nue. He was reported as being out of the 
city last night. Captain Black, however, 
said that Mr. Oakley had denied to him that 
there was any irregularity in the collections 
made. | 

“If the charges made by Mr. Harper are 
proven true, either Mr. Oakley or myself 
will resign from thé Veterans’ association,” 
said Captain Black. ‘‘ Our association does 
solicit aid for the burial of pauper veterans. 
We have lots at Oakwoods Cemetery, where 
already we have buried 140. We hold that 
we have the right to solicit aid for this char- 


itable purpose. No member of our associa- | 


tion ever has been authorized to solicit in 
the name of the Grand Army or the Citi- 
zens’ committee. If Mr. Oakley has done 
this, his reports to the association do not 
show it.’’

‘GENERAL WHEELER'S REPORT. 


Recommendations for Improvement of 
Military Service Made by Former 
Department Commander. 


Many important recommendations for im- 
provement in several branches of service in 
the army are made in the annual report of 
the Department of the Lakes, compiled by 
General Joseph Wheeler before his recent 
retirement. The document, which is filled 
with interesting information, has just been 
forwarded to General Nelson A. Miles at 
Washington. In his report General Wheeler 
severely criticises the practice of sending 
raw récruits or improperly drilled men to the 
front. In commentingion this abuse General 
Wheeler says: 

“ The officers at the various posts seem to 
have left nothing undone in their power to 
have recruits for foreign service instructed 
as much as possible. The fact, however, re- 
mains that at least four-fifths of the recruits 
from this department sent to foreign service 
have gone without any instructions in rifle 
practice and many of them without having 
rifles issued to them. It is needless to say 
that these men are liable to be put in the line 
of battle before they know how to load and 
fire their rifies, aside from the fact that they 
have never been taught to hit the object at 
which they shoot. The consequences lable 
to occur from bringing such a class of men 
into an engagement are so serious that it is 
scarcely necessary to comment upon them.”’ 

Among the recommendations made by the 
recent commander of the Department of the 
Lakes are: 

“I respectfully recommend that a board of 
experienced officers be appointed to revise 
the course of instruction at the infantry and 
cavalry school.. Some of the teachings are 
not adapted to present conditions. Young 
officers from the military academy and other 
schools are instructed and impressed with 
the importance during marches in active 
campaigns of always having flankers on both 
sides of the road abreast of the leading files. 
In the Philippines I found that many offi- 
cers regarded this rule as strictly as though 
it were a regulation. Such a system has 
proved unnecessary and detrimental, retard- 
ing as it does the speed of a column’s march. 
A better plan would be when a column is 
marching in an en&my’s country for a not- 
commissioned officer and one private to form 
the advanced point.” 

There are at present on the roster of the 
department fifty-three officers and 1,461 en- 
listed men. 


THIEVES STEAL CITY’S WIRES. 


Five Men Perpetrate Daylight Robbery 
Before Spectators, Leaving West Side 
District in Darkness for Hours. 


Wire thieves drove under the Lake Street 
“L”’ structure at the intersection of Hoyne 
avenue about 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
in a wagon that was rigged up to look like 
one of the wagons used by the street car 
company when repairing broken wires. 

There were five men in the wagon, and’ 
they started in to cut the wires in an un- 
concerned manner, paying no attention to 
the crowd of men and boys that gathered 
to watch them. The thieves cut out all the 
city electric light wire from Hoyne avenue 
east to Wood street, and after rolling it up 
into coils of about 200 feet each drove off. 

After darkness set in the city electric light-. 
ing department was notified that the lamps 
in the entire district west of Ashland ave- 
nue, and from Van Buren street north to 
Grand avenue, were out of order. Men were 
sent out to find the cause of the failure of 
the lamps to burn, but could not discover 
what was wrong until they happened into 
Lake street, near Hoyne avenue, and were 
informed that some men had taken down 
the wires in the afternoon. A gang of men 
was put to work to repair the damage’ It 
was after 11 o’clock last night before the 
West Side was relieved of darkness.

Professor Starr and the Park Snake. 


Chicago, Sept. 21.—[Editor of The Tribune. }—

MANE WYOMING 


Republican Nominee for Vice President 
» Stops at Evanston, Rog Springs,. 
and Green River—In His First 
Speech He Calls Attention to the 
False Prophesies Made by Bryan 


Four Years Ago, Asserting That

Green River,-Wyo., Sept. 22.—{Special.]—

On the hill- 
sides thousands of sheep were plucking the 
grass, fattening for the great packing- 
houses at Chicago, Omahka, and Kansas City. | 
The pecullar dry aid preserves the nutritive 
qualities in vegetation even when dried by 
the parching sun of the brief summer. 
Stations are far apart on the Union Facific 
in: Wyoming, and the Governor enjoyed a 
rest which he has earned in the sixteen cays 
since he left Detroit for the tour of Alich- 
igan and the Northwest. He made but two 
speeches during the day and one tonight. 


* Brief Speech at Evanston. 


The day’s speeches were at Evanston and 
Green River, the night at Rock Springs. 

At Evanston Governor Roosevelt spoke in 
part as follows: 

“Four years ago it was exceedingly diffi- 
cult for a man to get work: now there is 
‘work in abundance and an ample supply for 
all, so that the condition of the wage-work- 
ers, especially of the business-men, the 
farmer, and the merchant, is considerably 
improved. All over the country you see im- 
provement... Now I ask you to look back to 
the prophecies made by Our opponents four 
years ago in speeches made at. different 
aoe Again and again they said that if 

cKinley were elected the wage-workers 
would stand idle half the time; that if Mc- 
Kinley .were elected the farmer would see 
the price of the goods he sold fall steadily 
lower; ‘that. there would be a tremendous 
diminution in the deposits in the savings 
banks and increased failures among busi- 
ness-men. 

“Bryan a False Prophet. 
Now, there nas Hot icome true a single 
prophecy made by Mr. Bryan four years ago;

' An equal number of original Yates men in 
1860 sat on the platform in Germania Hall 
here today to meet the son of the man for 
whom they voted for Governor forty years 


ago. 

Freeport was one of the places where Lin- 
coln and Douglas met in joint debatein 1858. 
It was here that Lincoln asked Douglas the 
question about slavery which beat Lincoln 
for the Senatorship but debarred Douglas 
fronmr the Presidency.’ 

General Smith D. Atkins sat on the stage 
while Judge Yates was speaking about this 
debate, and he said he had heard it. 

The meeting at Freeport was a big one, and 
it filled Germania Hall. There was aiso an 
immense assemblage gathered at Rockford 
at the same time to hear Murat Haistead 
and others. The Rockford mils shut down 
for the day, and In Freeport pubiic business 
was practically suspended. 

Judge Yates was introduced by M. J. Han- 
ley, the chafrman of the meeting; atid said 
in part: 

“ My text will be found on pages 96 and,97 
of the political debates between Abraham 
Lincoln and Stephen A. Douglas. It was the 
second joiht.debate, Aug. 17, 1856, held in 
this City of Freeport. The words were taken 
down by a young man who is now your Con- 
gressman, Robert R. Hitt. 

With our natural increase, growing 
with a rapidity unknown in any other part 
of the globe, with the tide of emigration that 
is fleeing from despotism in the old world to 
seek refuge in our own, there is a constant 
torrent pouring into this country that re- 
quires more land, more territory upon which 
to settle, and just as fast as our interests 
and our destiny require additional territory. 
in the North, in the South, or on the islands 
of the ocean, I am for it.’ 

** How truly he stated that after fifty years 
expansion would go on. Do you observe 
what the great Douglas said and what he had 
in mind—the time when the expansion of 
America would go to the line of the Pacific, 
and then he had in mind a time beyond that 
when it would go to the North, to the South, 
and to the islands of the ocean, and express- 
ing the belief that to increase, to multiply, 
end to expand was the law of this nation’s

MANY PERISH IN BIG GALR 


AMERICAN FISHING VESSEL ONE

Numerous Disasters Off Newfoundland 
Just Reported at St. Johns—Forty- 
two Sailors Lost from Four Boats, 
While Others on Smaller Craft Are 
Known to Have Met Death—British 
Bark from New York Reaches Port 
Badly Damaged by the Storm.

The new class, 
according to Dr. Andrews’ definition, con- 
gists of institutions in which social life de- 
termines the tone of the college; institutions 
in which “ devotion to mental growth has 
far less to do with giving tone to student 
life than sociality, even conventional so¢ial- 
ity and sociality of a doubtful character. 

“The evil sociality complained of is not 
to be put aside by decrying sociality,”’ said 
Dr. Andrews, “‘ but by proper attention to 
sociality of the right sort. Coeducation is 
fulfilling a great function in producing this. 
Our studies in sociology are helping to the 

result by another path. Cultivate the 
democratic, by which I mean the republican, 
tendencies in every student body so that no 
sharp separation of social classes shall ever 
appear therein. We do not want leveling, 
but we do want the most perfect possible 
Sympathy among human beings, however 
Yariously born into life or circumstanced in 
life. Attention to music and the fine arts, 
happily encouraged now in about all 
our progressive universities, is valuable both 
Socially and morally. One need not be a 
Virtuoso or a connoisseur in the fine arts to 
feel the influence of their neighborhood in 
elevating and enriching his nature.’’ 


Dr. Andrews’ New Position. 


With the delivery of the inaugural address 
Dr. Andrews took the office of Chancellor of 
the university, for which he left his position 
of Superintendent of Chicago schools last 

4 spring. A strong feature of his talk. to the’ 
tfustees, faculty, and students of the Ne- 
braska University was his advice for 
physical training and competition. In all it 
Wes an analysis of university and college 
conditions as he believes them to exist in 

q America today. He recognized the element 

— of truth in charges against the mora! and 

4 recigious influences of American schools, but 

he judged that with making allowances for 

' these conditions the direct influence of the

Begin Jackson Park Improvement.

I have never known of such an attempt be- 
ing made before, and do not know whether 
the law will uphold them or not. If the re- 
port is confirmed I will bring the matter be- 
fore the trustees at once to consider means 
of preventing the use of the seal. I wil)! in- 
vestigate the legality of the patent and rec- 
ommend an injunction as the best means. 
- “ The seal which we are using at present,”’ 
Dr. Geodspeed concluded, “is only a tem- 
porary one, and a committee was appointed 
some time ago to adopt anewone. Those 
on the committee are Martin A. Ryerson, 
Charlies L. Hutchinson, and myself. No 
report has yet been made. We will hasten 
matters, however, and adopt a permanent 
seal, and by getting a patent on it prevent 
its use as an advertisement.”’

PUTS END TO HIS LIFE. 


CHARLES H. HANNER OF TOLEDO 
SHOOTS HIMSELF AT TREMONT. 


Bullet Passes Through His Brain—He 
Dies at 11:09 Last Night After Being 
Removed to Emergency Hospital— 
Deceased Was Prominent in His Na- 
tive City af a Politictmn and Hotel- 
keeper—Believed That Money Trou- 
bles Led to Self-Destruction, 


Charles H. Hanner of Toledo, O., a promi- 
nent politician-in that city, shot himself 
through the head in his room at the Tre- 
mont House yesterday morning, and died 
at 11 o’clock last night at the Emergency 
Hospital. The bullet, which entered the 
right side of his head above the temple, pen- 
etrated the brain, passing owt near the left 
eye. 

Shortly after 7 o'clock the guests occupying 
apartments on the firat floor of the Tremont 
House were aroused from their slumbers by 
the report of two pistol shots. A few minutes 
afterward a chambermaid, upon opening the 
door, found Hanner lying in the center of the 
floor. By his side was a revolver with two 
cartridges discharged. Blood was flowing 
from two bullet holes, one on each side of the 
head above the temple, showing where a 
bullet had passed through. The second shot 
evidently did not take effect. The man was 
still breathing when discovered and Dr. 
Arthur F. Klinetop of the Masonic Temple 
was summoned. Later Hanner was removed 
to the Emergency Hospital. 


Tried to Conceal Identity. 


Efforts had been made by the man to con- 
ceal his identity, but a little notebook found 
in his possession gave the police a clew, and 
later C. F. Stevens, a theatrical man, whois 
acquainted with Hanner, visited the Emer- 
gency Hospital and identified him. 

When he registered at the hotel on Thurs- 
day Hanner said his name was C. Hamilton 
and that he came from Dayton, O. 

The police have communicated with the 
Ohig authorities and are awaiting instruc- 
tions from the relatives of the wounded man 


Sketch of His Life. 


Toledo, O., Sept. 22.—[Special.]—Charles 
Hanner was born in Toledo about forty-five 
years ago. He went into the hotel business 
with his father, who conducted the Hanner 
House, on Washington and Superior streets. 
He afterwards opened up a place at Adams 
and Erie streets, known as Hanner’s Café. 
After this he was connected with various 
hotel and restaurant enterprises. The last 
place he opened was on Summit street, near 

.Madison, well known as Hanner’s ” Café. 
Whether he made money here or not is not 
ascertained. Anyway, he sold out and left 
the city on July 5 last for Cleveland. 

» He has a wife and two sons. Mrs. Hanner 


His son John fs in the cigar business 
in Cuba, while the other son, George, works 
at the farm. . 
_ Hanher was always an active force in city 
politics. He was elected to the Council from 
the old Fourth Ward with a good majerity, 
in spite of the fact that he was a Re;

Money matters are believed to have been 
at the bottom of Hanner’s troubles. It has 
been claimed here that his mind has been 
affected for some time. : 


ROSH ASHONA BEGINS TONIGHT. 


Jews Will Celebrate the Festival for Be- 
‘ginning of Year 5661 in Their 
Calendar. 


At sundown tonight begins the Jewish year 
5661 after the creation of the world, and the 
event will be celebrated by orthodox and re- 
formed Jews all over the world. Rosh 
Ashona, or the New Year festival, is cele- 
brated for two days, ending at sundown on 
Tuesday. The orthodox Jews assemble in 
their synagogues and pray for forgiveness 
of their sins and for strength to lead good 
and moral lives during the new year. Many, 
following a time-honored custom, go to the 
river or lake, and after having prayed sym- 
bolically cast their sins into the water. 

The first day of Rosh Ashona usually is de- 
voted to praying, but on the second day 
even the orthodox Jews give theniselves up 
to joy and pleasure. Visits are exchanged 
and congratulations offered. 

Among the reformed Jews the celebration 
does not bear so strongly religious a charac- 
ter. Nevertheless, both days are observed 
as holidays, and no business is transacted.

HEAR SCHOOL PENSION REPORT. 


Miss Catharine Goggin, President of 
the Teachers’ Federation, Tells of 
the System in New York. 


The Teachers’ federation was in executive 
session yesterday te consider a report on the 
salary and pension questions presented by 
Miss Catharine Goggin, .President. Miss 
Goggin has been investigating conditions in 
New York. If the matter of a reduction of 
pension annuities in Chicago was discussed 
the teachers kept it entirely to themselves. 
Miss Goggin said she found the pension con- 
ditions in New York much better than in 
Chicago. 

The plan differs in detail. Women teach- 
ers may retire after twenty-five years of 
service, while men must serve thirty. The 
fund is raised by taking § per cent of the 
ceipts from excise taxes, and to this is added 
the amount collected in fines for absence 
from school. This fund has proved stfficient 


to pay the pensions, whereas the 1 per cent 


tax on salaries in Chicago has not. 

Women teachers in New York begin work 
at $600 yearly, as compared to $900 paid to 
male beginners. The limit of salary to be 
attained by the women teachers is reached 
in the seventeenth year, at $1,240 while men 
in the thirteenth year may draw $2,160. 

A movement now on foot’ among the 
schools which form the Projection club may 
lead to the passage by the State Legislature 
of a law by which the schools of the State 
and other educational agencies will be pro- 
vided with the means of illustrating lessons 
and lectures with stereopticons. New York 
now sets apart $33,000 yearly as a fund for 
the purchase of slides holding views of 
scenes which can advantageously be shown 
in the class and lecture room, and for the 
maintaining of the State wide system. The 
Projection club of Chicago was formed to 
do the work here which the State does in 
New York. Forty-five schools form its mem- 


bership. 


ORGANIZE A NEW GAS COMPANY. 


Secretary of State Authorizes an Incor- 


poration with $50,000 Capital Stock 
—May Operate at Stock-Yards. 


Articles of incorporation for the Union 
Stock-Yards Gas company, with a capital 
stock of $50,000, were fled with the Secre- 
tary of State yesterday. The incorporators 
are Albert H. Veeder and Henry Veeder, 
lawyers, with offices at 240 La Salle street, 
and Edward Tilden, treasurer of Libby, Mc- 
Neill & Libby, the Chicago packers. The 
company is organized for the purpose of 
manufacturing and selling gas for lighting 
and fuel in Chicage and Illinois. P 

It is believed that the projectors ofthe new 
company intend to establish a plant at the 
Stock-Yards for the purpose of supplying 
the various packing companies with gas, and 
that they will seek a franchise from the City 
Council permitting them to lay mains in that 
district with which to supply their custom- 
ers. Both Mr. Veeder and Mr. Tilden re- 
fused to make public the plans of the com- 
pany at this time, although they admitted 
that the new company was not intended to be 
a dummy and that its projectors proposed to 
carry on an independent gas business.

Fate of the Big Advertising Posters De- 
pends on Decision of Injunction Suit 


Now Pending—No Permits Will Be. 


Issued Until Case Is Decided—Civil 
Service Commission Announces Re- 
vised Rules—Ordinance Proposed to 
Restrict Text Book Changes. 


Upon the validity of the bill board ordi- 
nance now in the courts depends the ex- 
istenge of hundreds of signs condemned by 
the Building department. Lists were com- 
pleted yesterday from the reports of in- 
spectors, containing the location and dimen- 
sions of boards which exceed the limita- 
tions prescribed by the ordinance. The 
largest signs condemned are the property 
of the American Posting service, the Gun- 
ning system, the Cusack system, the Cum- 
mings system, and the theaters. coo 

Three carpenters were arrested yester- 
day while they were erecting a twelve-foot 
bill board for Charles Ruppert, the shoe 
maker, without a city, permit. The sign 
was being placed at Fifty-eighth and State 


streets, by W. E. Sawmey, E. J. Kietz, and . 


George Weber. Policeman Cornelius Byrne 
demanded the permit for the construction 
and made the arrests when the carpenters 
were unable to produce it. They were re- 
leased on bail. 


No Permits Pending Decision. 


The Building department has refused to 
issue permits for the erection of billboards 
pending the decision upon the validity of the 
ordinance. No signs which were carried 
away by the recent storm can be replaced 
and no new boards can be put up until the 
matter is decided.

ON CHAMBERLAIN 


COLONIAL SECRETARY IS MADE 
TARGET FOR CHARGES. 


Family of British Unionist Leader Is 
Even Included in Accusations—Lack 
‘ef Funds for Campaign. Purposes 
Leaves Opposing 
Shape—New Candidate for Parlia- 


ment in the Field—Predictions ot 


Careful Observers. 


[Special Cable to the New York World and 
The Chicago Tribune.] 

LONDON, Sept. 22.—The most exciting in- 
cident of the elections has been the Morning 
Leader’s charges that Joseph Chamberlain's 
immediate family, including his wife, his 
son Austin, his daughters, and a brother, 
purchased the business of the Birmingham 
naval equipment firm of Hoskins & Co. sev- 
eral years ago. It declares also that Austin, 
who as Civil Lord of the Admiralty is con- 
nected with the contract department of the 
Admiralty, is a director In the Hoskins'com- 
pany, which advertises itself as being “‘ con- 
tractors to the Admiralty.”’ 

Colonial Secretary Chamberlain made this 
solemn declaration in the House of Com- 
mons last August: ‘I have no interest, di- 
rect or indirect, In any firm manufacturing 
ammunition or war material.” 

The only answer he has vouchsafed con- 
cerning Hoskins & Co. is: “I am indis- 
posed to take any notice of cowardly insin- 
uations which contain no direct charge.”’ 

This is regarded as unsatisfying by the 
Morning Leader, which retorts by giving 
‘particulars regarding another firm of con- 
tractors to the War office and the Admiralty 
in which Mr.’ Chamberlain's family has a 
preponderating interest, as has before been 
charged in the cases of Kynochs, the Bir- 


mingham Small Arms company, and the 


Hoskins company. 

Chamberlain is mentioned as War Secre- 
tary under the next government, with the 
herculean task of reforming the British 
army on his shoulders. | 

Mr. Chamberlain is now 64 years old, and 
the only English statesman of this century 
who became Premier after that age was 
Lord Palmerston. 


‘Liberal, Party Unprepared. 
The general election gives promise of be- 


} ing tame beyond precedent owing to the 
‘Unionist assurance of an overwhelming ma- 


jority. This is due, not so much to the 
khaki fever as to the disorganized state of 
the Liberal party. 

On the day of the dissolution of Parlia- 
ment Herbert Gladstone, the chief Liberal 
party manager, avowed that the Liberal 


cause was hopeless, and that the Liberals 


would be unable to form a government if 
returned to power. j 

Thus following the example of Lord Rose- 
bery’s henchman, Asquith, Mr. Gladstone 
forestalled his titular leader, 
Campbell-Bannerman, who hurried back 
from the continent to find his position utter- 
ly discredited. 

The rank and file of the party are furfous 
at what they consider an unscrupulous Rose- 
beryite imperialist intrigue to wreck the 
party because they cannot rule it. 

A general election roughly costs $10,000,- 
000, but the Liberal party, whose candidates 
need a larger proportionate assurance from 
central funds, is almest without money. 
Consequently, at the outset of the struggle, 
about 150 Unionists will be returned un- 
opposed. 

«The Unionist majority at the opening of 
the Parliament now dissolved numbered 152. 
This, through the bye elections, was reduced 
at the close to 134. The Unionists estimate 
the majority of the new Parliament at 170, 
though the Liberals feebly protest that it 
will not exceed 100. 

The Irish Nationalists are in a similar 
situation with the Liberals so far’as unpre- 
paredness, dissension, and destitution are 


concerned, but Nationalism is so overwhelm- 


ing in Ireland that dissension can only give 
the Unionists two or three seats. 
The United Irish league, to which Red- 


mond, Dillon, O’Brien, and a large majority : 


of the existing party belong, is the Nation- 
alist election organization. 


‘Tim Healy to Go It Alone. 


he real danger is lack of funds, which 


may leave the Nationalist candidate with- 
out sufficient means to provide for official 
election expens¢és, thus giving seats to 


Unionists who on a poll would be beaten 


twenty to one. 
Tim Healy, despite Redmond’s unceasing 


efforts to reconcile him, has repudiated the 


league, and will fight for his own hand. It 

is anticipated that his present following of 

twenty-five will be reduced to four or five. 
By proclaiming dissolution ‘now the gov- 


ernment disfranchises 150,000 voters in Lon-

GENEVA MAY SUPPLY PARIS. 


Swiss Lake Talked Of as Reservoir from 
Which French Capital Wii 
= SeeureIts Water.

The Chicago Tribune.]_ 

PARIS, Sept. 22.—The engineering world 
has been startled by one of the most gigantic 
engineering schemes ever proposed and is 
Albert Baudry, 
the distinguished civil engineer, who has 
spent six years in calculating everything 
connected with the plan down to the mi- 
nutest details, now makes the offer to the 
Paris Municipal Council to bring the waters 
of Lake Geneva in such abundance to Paris 
as to forever rid the population, of whatever 
fufure growth, of all uneasiness about its 
drinking water. ! 

May Cost Large Sum.. 

‘The cost he estimates at $200,000,000. The 
pure water problem has been s0 far a peren- 
nial thorn in the Parisian flesh. Every sum- 
mer brings a period during which the highly 
poisonous Seine water must be used, invari- 
ably incredsing the death rate. 

The question creates intense interest, as 
Paris now taps springs and pure streams 
from all points of the compass, going enor- 
mous distances. The aqueduct extends to 
the center of Burgundy, 278 miles away. _ 

Séveral American engineers now in Paris, 
after examining Baudry’s survey and fig- 
ures, expressed themselves as believing the 
project perfectly feasible. : 

The Swiss government would sell the privi- 
lege for $25,000,000, the water being suffi- 
ciently abundant never to affect the lake 
level. 

Praises American Aeronauts. 
In his discourse opening the Aeronautical 


| Congress, now in session here, M. Janssen, 


the distinguished scientist and member of 
the institute, paid a high-tribute to several 
Americans. whose work, he said, though less 
loudly advertised than that of some French 
and German humbugs, did much more to ad- 
vance the problem of aerial navigation. 

M. Janssem mentioned especially Secretary 
Langley of the Smithsonian Institution, 
Meteorologist Rotch, and Miss Klumpke, who 
is now permanently attached to the Paris 
National Observatory. She is not only a 
scientist of recognized merit, but enjoys 
a reputation as the most clever and daring 
woman air navigator in the world. . 


HAS TRUST IN UNITED STATES. 


Lord Brassey Believes “America the 
Proper Nation to Supervise Af- 
fairs in China. 


LONDON, Sept. 22.—Lord Brassey, in ac- 


cepting the Presidency of the Liberal Im- 
perial Council today, said: 

‘* Some supervision of the Chinese govern- 
ment in behalf of the powers is desirable. 
It would be more effective if intrusted to a 
single mandatory. The United States is 
especially fitted for the task. She has large 
interests in China, and.is under no suspicion 
of ambitious designs.”’ 

Alluding to Great Britain's isolation, Lord 
Brassey said he saw across the Atlantic 
“the possibility of an alliance full of prom- 
ise for peace and civilization, resting on the 


broadest foundations, and not needing for-. 


mal treaties.’ 


RETAKES LOST COLENSO GUN. 


Lord Roberts Reports Number of Suc- 
cesses by Commanders of South 
African Forces. 


LONDON, Sept. 22.—The following dis- 
patch has been received from Lord Roberts: 
Pretoria, Friday, Sept. 21.—Methuen 
‘completely routed a Boer convoy at Hart 


River, west of Klerksdorp, and recaptured’ 


a fifteen-pounder lost at Colenso. He also 
captured twenty-six *wagons, 8000 cattle, 
4,000 sheep, 20,000 rounds of ammunition, 
and twenty-eight prisoners. 
‘“Hildyard occupied Vryheld Sept. 19, 
‘turning out the Boers from a strong position. 
The British casualties were few. 
*“ Cleary has captured a Hollander-Amer- 
ican belonging to Theron’s scouts, who con- 
firms the reports of Theron’s death.”

LORD ROBERTS’ REPORTS USED 


AS ELECTION DEVICES. 


Rosy Views Cabled to London by the 
Commander-in-Chief Discredited by 
Politicians Opposed to the Ministry 
~—Situation in China Regarded as 
Grave and as Needing the Control 
of a Strong Hand — Parliamentary 
Contests at Home Devoid of Interest.

LONDON, - Sept. 22.—The Conservatives 
are not going to escape'a severe trouncing 
in all parts of the country, even when re- 
elected. Look how beautifully events there 
are shaping themselves to fit in with the 
date-of the dissolution of Parliament. The 


Boer army dispersed, only marauding bands’ 


are left about; the Boers are marauding— 
their own farms, I suppose—and slaying each 
other. That is Lord Rgberts’ description, 


_ |, and his recent dispatches show him to be 
@ most expert electioneerer. The noble lord 


is coming home, as expected, and wishes 
to make all things look as smooth as pos- 
sible, both for the Ministry and himself. 

None the less are the hard facts against 
his beautifully opportune optimism. If my 


‘readers have their maps of south Africa 


handy and wil! take the trouble to look at the 
position of the British army in the two 
annexed States, they will find that away 
from the lines of railway, there is for the 
most part neither conquest nor occupation 
to justify the boast that our armies have 
subdued the enemy. 


Boers Keep Their Guns. 


The Boer forces have been scattered and 
dissipated to the four winds of heaven, but 
no important leader has been captured, few 
lost British guns have been recovered, nor 
has any appreciable amount of Boer ar- 
‘tillery, as yet, fallen into our hahds. Raid: 
ing continues against our lines of com- 
munication at all points, but especially in 
the Orange Free State. . 

This does not bode well for a speedy set- 
tliing down. Probably enough, however, 
there will be no great amount of skirmishing, 
raiding, or train looting for the next week 
or two, because both sides want to keep 
out of the rain, and even the Boer may 
think that there is some chance for his 
skin in the results of the parllamentary con- 
test here. To tell the truth, we are not now 
occupying ourselves much with what hap- 
pens in south Africa, not openly at least. 
It is a sore subject, and Mr. Burdett Coutts’ 
insistence upon the hospital scandals, to- 
gether with such revelations regarding them 
as are allowed to slip through, are carefully 
put out of sight by every speaker engaged 
in the political fight. This is all right and 
fair enough in a scrimmage, but these things 
are not forgotten. We simply turn our 
minds away from them until a more fiting 


opportunity.

The same is true about China. We have 
lost the thread of events there altogether, 
and the intelligence from Pekin, Shanghai, 
and other places does not help us pick it up 
again. Even Dr. Morrison has failed to 
rouse the country’s fury against those Rus- 
sians, and we remain indifferent to the pecu- 
liar attitude taken by the German govern- 
ment, which reminds one of “ Alice in Won- 
derland ’’—hang first and try afterward. 

I fear, however, that events are shaping 
badly out there and that unless some master 
mind takes control, not only of the move- 
ments of the European troops, but of the 
negotiations carried on between the powers 
and the Chinese Princes, a whole Pandora's 
box of afffictions may be let loose. 

Note how agitation is being fomented and 
the opposition gathering in force against 
the two great Yang-tse Viceroys, Liu-Kun- 
Yi and Chang-Chi-Tung—men who have 
hitherto succeeded in holding in check the 
fury of the anti-foreign element and in pro- 
tecting the Europeans living under their 
jurisdiction. Their conduct has incensed 
the anti-foreign party around the Empress, 
which stil! appears to be supreme, and at any 
momertt they may be degraded. With their 
departure the passions of 60,000,000 people 
might easily be let loose with appalling con- 


gequences.

New Political Scandal. . 

Much is being made in Radical-circles of 
the newest business scandal against the 
Chamberlain family, and it oceupies a far 
more prominent position in opposition jour- 
nals than foreign politics.

Our company laws have: led to the creation 
of joint stock enterprises in every goncelv- 
able branch of business, and it is open to any 
man, be he Peer, Judge, Minister of State, 
or mere politician, to take shares in any 
company, and as a proprietor influence bus!i- 
ness toward it. This evil permeates our po- 
litical life; there is no question about it. 
Our self-righteousness is such that, we think 
we can afford to sneer at what we please to 
style “ political corruption” in America, 
but I have experience enough of our own 
performances in that line to prevent me from 
joining those who cast stones.

All our great contracting firms who supply 
ships of war or materials out of which ships 
of war are built, or guns and ammunition, 
éngines, anything appertaining to the fitting 
out of an instrument of destruction, have 
government officials, politicians, and states- 
men in greater or less numbers amongst 
their shareholders.

Millions Spent ‘in Dominion 
Equipment of Brit-— 
ish Troops. 


IS FACTOR IN MARKET. 


Plans for Making Ammunition 
and Building Battleships 
Progressing. 


LABOR UNIONS IN POLITICS. 


Ottawa, Cahada, Sept. 20.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.]—Canada finds the south Afri- 
can contingents a profitable investment from 
a business point of view. The Canadian 
shipments already made to south Africa on 
war account for the British War depart-. 
memt have realized upwards of $3,500,000, 
and there are contracts on hand that will 
bring another million and a half, with in- 
quiries for almost unlimited shipments to 
follow, for which contracts are @bout to be 
made. 

Although detachments of the army in 
south Africa are to be withdrawn almost 
immediately, it is estimated at least 70,000 
men will be maintained in garrison and in 
the field, and for the purposes of military 
police, for some years to come, and for these 
Great Britain will draw largely on Canada 
for supplies. | 

To China and India Canadian military 
stores have already begun to find the way. 
The third and fourth British brigades sent 
to China from India are receiving all their 
winter greatcoats from Canada, as well as 
an equal number of troops in addition to the 
two brigades named.. Besides the great- 
coats, it is probable Canada will also supply 
the reserve tunics and trousers for a large 
part of the British army, now slowly grow- 
ing in fhe celestial kingdom, as well as the 
boots and a considerable proportion of the 
accoutrements and saddles. 
The Canadian vernment, before the 
south African war, hed for some years been « 
making successful tests of every desc 
tion of military requirements capable of 
production in this country in competition 
with the best products In the same classes 
of equipments and stores used in the armies 
of the United States, France, Germany, 
Great Britain, and Japan. 


Approved by British Officers. 

Tt ts the unanimous verdict of the imperial 
officers on service that the British army 
never had better supplies for the field than 
those sent over to south Africa from Canada. 
If the war in China 
and shows signe of ext on es 
$20,000,000 will.scarcely pay Canada’s bill 
for army supplies alone. 

Canada will soon be in a position to per- 
form a still greater service to the empire 
than to ship military stores. In the steel 
plants that are going up in Cape Breton and 
in the west Great Britain’s resources wil} 
be increasea in a manner to add enormously 
to her fighting power in the far Hast. Can- 
ada has already served her apprenticeship in 
turning out ammunition for small.arms, and 
now the attention of the authorities is being 
turned to lyddite and shrapnel, and soon the 
Dominion government will not only be able 
entirely to supply the wants of the defensive 
forces of Canada, but send help to the moth- 
ef country, to India, and to The 
main thing, however, is the repair and con- 
struction of warships. It is now settled 
beyond a doubt that Canada Is to have plants 
suitable not only to fit the heaviest battle- 
ships for sea and repair damages after a 
fight, but to put new ships into the water on 
the Atlantic as well as the Pacific coast. 


"Macdonald to Meet Tarte. 


Hugh John Macdonald, Premier of Mani- 
toba, has taken up Dominion Minister of 
Public Works Tarte’s challenge. Mr. Tarte 
challenged Hugh John to meet him on any 
platform in Ontario and charge him with 
disloyalty to the British crown in his 
speeches in France. Hugh John has replied | 
that if Mr. Tarte will accommodate him by 
coming to any of the meetings he is engaged 
to address he will endeavor to prove the ac- 
curacy of. his charge that the Minister’s 
speeches in France were disloyal to the Brit-. 
ish crown. 

Mr. Tarte says he has beén scandalously 
misrepresented in the reports cabled to Can- 
ada and that from first to last there was not 
a word in his speeches he would not utter be- 
fore a British audience in Ontario or in 


Great Britain. 
Labor Unions in Politics. 


For the first time in the history of trades 
unionism in Canad@ the Trade and Labor 
Congress has decided definitely'to go into 
politics. A resolution was adopted at last 
year’s congress affirming the desirability of 
nominating labor candidates for legislative 
bodies in constituencies where the weight of 
the labor vote justified such action. This 
week the congress in session here adopted a 
resolutioh récommending Nanaimo, B. C., to 
select the President of the congress, 4 
Smith, to contest the constituency for Par- 
liament.

Fighters, from middleweights down, while 
stumped regarding big money for champion- 
ship battles, have a better opportunity to 
gather in the shekels under the present con- 
dition of affairs, than have their heavier 
arethren. The first-class big fellows do not 
care about contesting against one another in 
short limit bouts unless the incentive is as 
great, or nearly as great, as for a cham- 
pilonship battle... One reasdn for this is that 
a winner is liable to be declared within six 
rounds, as with Fitzsimimons against Ruhlin 
and against Sharkey. They are aware of 
that and therefore do not care to chance 


their reputations unless they are well paid. 


I have reference to first-class heavy- 
weights only, such as Jeffries, Fitzsimmons, 
Ruhlin, Corbett, and Sharkey: Any of 
those referred to would undoubtedly take on 
second, third, or fourth raters for a much 


smaller amount of money, because their 


reputation would not be placed in jeopardy. 
Fistic followers, however, do not take kind- 
ly to, one-sided contests among big fellows, 
so Jeffries, Fitzsimmons, Ruhlin, et al. will 
be compelled to bump into one another to 
gather any harvest. It is not so with the 
lighter weight fighters, as they, irrespective 
of class or reputation, Will match against 
one another for amounts. within reach of 
fight promoters. Furthermore, the possi- 
bilities of quick knockouts among them do 
not predominate as with the big fellows, so 
their reputations are not so apt to become 
mutilated. Little fellows, say from light- 
weights down, can find plenty of work, pro- 
vided they are not too exorbitant in their de- 
mands, as the country has abundant soft 
spots for them to drop into; cities, towns, 
and hamlets where the big fellows would not 
be tolerated.

Elkes pushed 
hard, however, and, making up his loss, 
passed Nelson in the first lap after the sev- 
At eight miles he was half a 
lap ahead, passing Nelson for one lap in 
the tenth. Nelson hung close, but lost his 
pace in the fourteenth mile, dropping back 
half a lap. Elkes spurted and passed his 
plucky opponent in the sixteenth, making 
two laps in his own favor.

AMATEUR DRIVER. 


New York Owners of Fast Roadsters 
Are Left Completely in the Shade— 
Quarrel Between Bookmaker Welch 
and Driver Golden—Nutwood Wilkes 
and Direct Are the Leading Sires of 

‘Fast Performers Thus Far This Sea- 
son—Table of Sires. ;

When C. K. G. Billings took his pacer, }

and cleaned up everything en the speedway | 


there that chose to tackle the Western geld- 
ing the Gothamites were willing to admit 
that the Chicago man had the best wagon 
pacer in the world, and also that Mr. Billings 
could drive him well, but the New York pa- 
pers inclined to the view that pacers “ did 
not count’ in road contests. They evidently 
thought that the Bumps incident was an 
accident, and that the Chicago man would 
mot get hold ef another harness performer 
ble to trim the entire road brigade of the 
Eastern city. 
Last, fall, however, Mr. Billings was again 
on hand. This time he was after honors 


@mong the trotters, and he g6t them with 


Lacille. There was more or less fencing by 
the Eastern contingent, but finally Lucille 
got after the crack trotting roadsters, one at 
a@ time, and made every one ef them suc- 
cumb. The decisive battle was when she 
met Cobwebs, 2:12, for years the undisputed 
champion of the speedway, but he was clear- 
ly not her match. But even after this show- 
ing there were a few carpers, and some even 
‘went so far as to declare that Cobwebs beat 
Zuicilie in one of their heats. 

This fall the Empire City trotting track 
g@ave two wagon races, amateur drivers, in 
connection. with the Grand Circuit trotting 
meeting, one fer trotters and the other for 
pacers. This was what Mr. Billings wanted 
—a fair test on a mile track. Since hislast 
‘visit to New York with his horses he had 
captured the wagon championship with 
Lucille by a mile in 2:09%. 

With the spirit of fairness that has always 
characterized his work as a reinsman Mr. 
Billings did not ‘start Lwcille in the wagon 
race, it being admitted beforehand that 
she was queen, but named Franker, a horse 
whose professional record is not as good as 
2:20. In the pace he ne longer had Bumps to 
rely on, but Hontas. Crook was entered. Mr. 
Billings won both races, the trot in 2:14, 
2:16%, and the pace in 2:12, 2:10. Then on 
the last day ef the meeting he drove his re- 
cently-purchased pacer, Fiee Bond, a mile 
in 2:04% to wagon, beating all the amateur 
records at that way of going a full two sec- 
onds..

-With Lucille holding the wagon record 
(amateur driver) and Free Bond in the same 
elass as to pacers, both having been driven 
by himself, Mr. Billings isin a position never 
before occupied by an amateur reinsman, 
and he has repeatedly demonstrated that 
ét is aw much due to his skill as to the speed 
of the horses he has purchased and handled 
shat their success is due. Driving Lucille ta 
jwagon he lowered her record to sulky at the 
first time of asking, and he has done the 
game with Free Bond in so decisive a man- 
mer that even those who gave him credit as 
a skillful reinsman are pleasantly surprised. 
Never before, in the two years that he has 
been prominent on the turf, had the Cana- 
@ian horse shown the ability to go as fast as 
2.06, and that Mr. Billings should make him 
step it off in 2:04\% the first time he sat be- 
hind him was a revelation as to the Chica- 
g0 man’s genius for driving. Any one who 
has the means can buy fast horses, but it 
fakes a natural reinsman to have them go* 


' ereditably whenever they are pulled out for 


a brush. 

Another feature of Mr. Billings’ work asa 
reinsman is that he Is not afraid to take his 
horses out on a mile track where their is no 
argument about the distance te be covered, 
and where plenty of watches are ready to 
record the time made. Speedways are well 
enough for short brushes, but it is only ona 
mile track that the real and relative merits 
of different horsepe can be established. There 
aré some owners of road horses who are for- 
ever telling what their trotters and pacers 
did “down the side drive,” or ‘‘on the 
speedway,”” but who dre careful never to 
show up at a track where the distance is 
known, and a reasonably fair start is as- 
sured. Not 10 per cent of the men who last 
fall and winter talked about beating Lucille 
were on hand with their horses when the 


' Wagon race for trotters was given in New 


York, even though the champion mare was 
not to be started, Franker, second fiddle 
among the trottersin the Billings string, be- 
ing named. 

Mr. Billings has shown he is the equal of 
any amateur driver, and that he has the 
best stable of road horses ever got together. 
He has placed Chicago easily first as to both 
trotters and pacers driven by amateurs, and 
he has done this decisively. He has been 
modest to a degree regarding his horses and 
what he thought they could do, preferring to 
leave everything to actual public perform- 
ance, and the trotting horse interest in all 
its branches has been greatly benefited 
by his efforts. He has bought extensively, 
and the price has not stopped him when the 
goods were there. He has shown the speed 
of his horses with himself as driver, and in 
both ways has encouraged other men of 
means who like fast roadsters to go and do 
likewise. It is the work of such men as Mr. 
Billings that makes the American trotter 
what he, is today—a wonderful medium of 


pleasure and sport for both professional and ” 


amateur reinsman, and at the same time 
combining utility and amusement in a 
healthful and common-sense manner. 


Welch-Golden Squabble. 

The personal altercation at the N 
meeting between Bookmaker 
and Driver James Golden is the inevitable 
outcome of the position involved when the 
ownership or management of a track is 
vested in a man who is also interested in 
the betting arrangements for the meeting. 

As @ bookmaker and a speculator on the 
Outcome of the race in other Ways Welch 
was interested in having Golden’s horse, Cap- 
tain Jack, win a certain race, and when the 

. trotter did not show in front he made a com- 

Piaint to the judges. This brought on the 

trouble. When Welch appealed to the judges 

he appeared in the triple character of book- 
maker, spectator, and lessee of the track. 

In the latter capacity he practically had the 

naming of the judges before whom his com- 

peaint was laid, and this made his position 

@n unpleasant one and open tocriticism. As 

tne lessee of the track and the man who 

mtood behind the purses to be paid Welch 

Was so situated that he could with propriety 

the judges regarding 

any alleged irregularity in the conduct of a 
Face, but his position as bookmaker put a 
@ifferent face on the matter. 

Weich appreciates this fact as well as any- 
body, as was shown by a remark he made to 
me Guring the Hartford meeting, he being 
the owner of the track at the Connecticut 
town. There came up aracein which Welch 


deemed it his duty to speak to the judges, 


and in referring to the circumstance he said: 
“That satisfied me that I ought never to 
have bet on this track, because in case I do 


. there is always the chance for criticism.” 


-That was the right view to take of the mat- 
ter, and if Weich had carried out his inten- 
tion as then expressed there would have been 
no opportunity for an argument such as came 
up at New vices Dmg: he leased the track 
for the meeting ¥. 

Both participants in the squabble are 
known to trotting horse people everywhere.

Welch began life as a poor boy in Hart- 


ferd and by personal energy and marked. 


business ability has made a fortune. He 
is a good deal more than a bookmaker at 
trotting mectings, having executive and ad- 
ministrative abuity cf a high order, and 
by no means all of his money has been ac- 
quired by putting ur the odds in races. 
He is quick to scc a money making chance 
in any direction and has dabbled in the buy- 
ing .and selling of horses, the management 
of big aucticns, and the conduct of race 
meetings with uniform success, not to men- 
tion his venture in the Charter Oak track 
at Hartford. This latter is Weich’s pride. 
He is the most patriotic Hartfordite in the 
world, and with the practical certainty that 
the scheme would not be a paying one has 
improved and beautified the old track in his 
home town until it has no superior in the 
country. 

In business matters Welch is quick to’act, 
forceful in manner, and scif-reliant always.

Welch has the confidence and respect of the 
biggest men connected with the trotting- 
horse interests. His success, made unaided 
and ffom the most humble beginnings, haé 
naturally raised for him a crop of envious 
detractors, but there are so many good points 
to his personality and methods that his 
friends are in a large majority. 


“ Jimmy ” Goldeh stands in a similar posi- | 


tion among drivers. He has been prominent 
in the sulky for many a year, and during 
all that time has reckoned his friends and 
patrons among the best people in New Eng- 
land. In Boston, where he makes his home, 
Golden is particularly strong. He has 
bought, sold, and trained horses for the most 
prominent men in that city, and after.a 
career of thirty years it is hard to find a 
man who will question his ability or integri- 
ty. Golden is a sharp-featured, pleasant- 
faced man, spare of figure, wearing a closely 
cropped gray mustache, and he is the es- 
sence of gentility and politeness in his deal- 
ings with all sorts of people. He is unassum- 
ing in spite of professional and financial suc- 
cess—for, like Welch, Golden has made 
money at his business and kept it—and has 
done much to keep the trotting-horse Dusi- 
ness on a high plane. That he should have 
resented any insinuation that he was not 
trying to win a race was inevitable, and it 
may be said in passing that so far as Cap- 
tain Jack is concerned, Golden has not been 
able to win in the grand circuit with him 
this seasoh, although at Glens Falls, when 
the horse was lame, he told me that Cap- 
tain Jack was one of the best trotters he 
had ever handled and would some day 
show it. 


' Leading Sires of the Year. 

The trotting season of 1900 is now so near 
a close that a fair idea of what has been 
done by leading stallions in the way of 
siring standard speed at the trot or pace 
may be had by an examination of the rec- 
ords to date. Such examination, confined to 
horses that have had three or more of their 
get enter the 2:30 list trotting or the 2:25 
list pacing this year, brings out some facts 
of interest. 

Only one stallion has more than five new 
standard performers in 1900. He is Nut- 
wood Wilkes, 2:16%, with six new ones to 
his credit, and in view of this distinction his 
blood lines are worth consideration. In 
brief it may be said that Nutwood Wilkes 
is himself a performer, as his record of 
2:164% demonstrates, is by a performing sire, 
Guy Wilkes, 2:15%, and out of a performing | 
mare, the pacer Lida W.,2:18%. In addition 
to all this his. paternal grandsire, George 
Wilkes, had a record of 2:22, and his ma-_ 
ternal grandsire, Nutwood, one of 2:18%. 
It would indeed be difficult to find a stronger 
argument for the use of developed sires and 
dams than is afforded by the pedigree of 
Nutwood Wilkes, and as he was foaled in 
1888 he is certainly doing all as a sire that 
could possibly be asked by a horse of that 
age that was trained in his youth. The 
average speed of the six new performers 


showing when it is considered that only two 
of them are pacers. 


Six stallions have had fiveaperformers be- 


dozen the little black horse Direct is so far 
ahead in point of speed average that the rest 
may be considered distanced. Direct's quin- 
tet, all of whom are pacers, average 2:13%, 
while the get of only one other stallion hav- 
ing five in the table given below have an 
average record better than 2:20, the excep- 
tion belng the five credited to the pacer 
Brown Hal, and their records average 2:18. 
Direct stands alone among the sires of 1900 
as to speed production, and for this reason 
his breeding will be studied. 
- The first paint to strike the man who looks 
up Direct’s pedigree and history is that he 
is a double-gaited fellow, having a record 
of 2:05% pacing and 2:18% (made as a 4-year- 
old) trotting. Like Nutwood Wilkes he is by 
a devoloped sire and out of a developed dam, 
having been, got. by the trotter Director 
(2:17), his dam being Echora (2.23%), by 
Echo (2:37%).. . Like Nutwood, Wilkes, he 
goes straight back .to Rysdyk’s Hamble- 
tonian on both sides of the house, his sire 
being a grandson of that horse, while the 
sire of his dam, Echo, was a son of Hamble- 
tonian. Although but 4 midget in size, Di- 
rect has always been a giant among horses. 
He was not sound when he made his wonder- 
ful pacing, campa , but he had the spirit 
of a lion, just as did his sire, and he raced 
well when -suffering intense pain. He is 
transmitting the same spirit to his progeny, 
chief among whom this season is the great 
4-year-old pacer Bonnie Direct (2:06%).

HOW GOLF HAS CHANGED. 


“IF ALLAN ROBERTSON WERE TO 
COME TO SANDWICH.” 


Hovace Hutchinson Comments on the 
Surprise That the Shade of the Fa- 
mous Piayer Would Expericnee 
Should He Visit Links of the Present 
Day—New Devices in Clubs, New Ma- 
terials in Balls, Enlarged Grounds, 
and Great Army of Modern Players. 


{BY HORACE G. HUTCHINSON, M. A.) 

If Allan Robertson, poor ghost, were to 
come to’ Sandwich, there is nodoubt he 
would be a badly surprised ghost indeed. 
There are many things that would surprise 
him. It was a creed with the ancients—that 
is to say, the men of twenty years ago—that 
Allan Robertson was the greatest golfer 
that ever lived. Lately, by the hand of Mr 
Everard, some iconociasm has beep at work 
with him. It appears necessary to put “ Old 
Tom" at leaét equal pedestal with 


last is of anttother generation, of the genera- 
tion to which we owe Sandwich. 

For there is little question that if we could 
overhear the instructive comments of the 
old golfer from Elysium surveying for the 
first time the Sandwich links, those com- 
ments would run somewhat on this line: 
“ No gouf ava. A gay an’ fine game, maybe, 
but juist no gouf ava. Juist bunker whack- 
ing.”” Of course the thing would be put 
much more concisely, with the brevity that 
is the kernel of wit, for these golfers of the 
old school were “ pawky’’ men-—*' douce 
bodies ’’—with their tongues, no Jess than 
with their short spoons. But the.gist of the 
criticism would be as we have 


Wonder at the Clubs. 

In the first place, before going to the links 
at all, Allan Robertson, his shade _ rein- 
carnate, would fall to with no small wonder. 
on the things called golf clubs that mod- 
ern manners ard the “ monstrous regiment 
of the Englishtty’’ have invefited, and the 
first thing that woud appall him would be 
the immense number of the iron clubs. 
Where are now gone the long spoon, the 
mid spoon, the short spoon, the baffy—that 
nicely graduated series with which the prac- 
ticed hand of Allan was once so deft? All, 
all are gone, and in their place, by way of all 
wooden clubs short of the driver, there is 
but one, and that a kind of hybrid fellow, 
half wooden, but with a sole of brazen metal, 
and called by* a new fangled name, the 
brassey.”’ 

There is not even a putter such as Allan 
knew and handled as scarce any other in 
the world has handled it. Instead of the 
putter proper, which was a lovely thing of 
wood, there-is a straight-faced, short-shaft- 
ed cleek that the modern golfer calls an 
“iron strange..perversion of 
terms. The cleek was perhaps known to 
Allan, though probably he preferred his 
spoons for the. purpose wherein the modern 
calls upon the cleek to aid him. But the 
principal of his iron clibs was “ the iron,” 
so called at a time it was, likely enough, 
the one and only iron club of the set, and 
put to the base uses of delving out of sand 
or houking out of whins; for the niblick was 
pot yet in the land. And all the modern ap- 
paratus of the gradua cleeks, irons, 
mashies (that word was of far later inven- 
tion), is a new thing to the poor shade. 
Fairhe’s clubs, Park’s putters, Forester’s, 
and the rest are by the space of several 
decades outside his category. He may look 
at this array of devices of Tubal Cain with 
sheer dismay and murmur confusedly, “ Is 
this gouf?” 

New School Is Better. 

Then the driver. that thing with which 
he would strike the ball from the tee, it is 
the same in name indeed, and the shaft 
not so different from what he had known 
of old. but the head—the shade of Allan 
Robertson would not recognize it as a driver 
head—scarcely as the head of a golf club 
at all. It is short and jit is round, it is 
like a “‘ bapp ’’—that nice, round thing for 
breakfast which is as exclusively Scottish | 
as Allan Robertson had fondly supposed 
golf to be. His Fee drivers had thin. slim 
heads long and 


aspect of a squat pug dog; and yet Allan's 
mechanical sense must tell him, that in this, 
perhaps in. no. other way, the new school 
fe better than the old. There can be no two 
opiriions, as between the present day golfer 
and the folk beyond the Styx, as to the wis- 
dom of massing the weight and the wood be- 
hind the point with which we hit—that ts, 
aim to hit—the ball. 

The ball—yes, that comes yet again as a 
shock, perhaps more severe than he has 
suffered yet, on the puzzled. de. The 
.strange names—Agrippa. gpo, Silver- 
town, Maponite—are to him uttgrly uncouth. 
Even the generic term of “ gutty " suggests 
a materia! quite outside his golf ball making 
philosophy. An affair of feathers, stuffed 
by the hatful into a small receptacle of 
leather, is his idea of a golf ball, an idea 
long tost, or rather never known, by the 
modeyn golfer. 

Wide, Gaping Bunkers. 

But all this bewilderment and surprise at 
the modern apparatus wfll really. be but as 
a circumstance to the condition of absolute 
collapse to which we may suppose the poor 
shade to be reduced by the aspect of the wide, 
gaping bunkers and the portentous carries. 
They were trying even té one who has so 
gallantly adapted himself to modern ways 
and means as our venerated “ Old Tom,” 
On the last occasion that he played for the 
champioriship on Sandwich links he had the 
misfortune to have a late number in the 
draw, and the list was all too long for an 
English day. It was nigh upon dark when a 
search party of Jack Morris and Charlie 
Hunter went out *‘ to seek for him.”" Asked 
whether they had lanterns, they replied no, 


Of course all this was in the nature of 
pleasantry, albeit of the kindest sort, at the 
expense of the best of men and best of 
games, but it was pleasantry that had for 
its. basis and understanding some solid truth, 
that for a man well past the middle term of 
life, as “‘ Old Tom " then was, Sandwich was.

Bad Hazards at Sandwich. 


It is quite true. That parlously named 
bunker is not a circumstance to the com- 
mon run of the hazards.of Sandwich. It 
would go comfortably into a corner of any 
one of them and they would not know it was 
there, a consideration which would doubt- 
less grieve the shade of Allan Robertson 
much. He was wont in life to circumvent 
these and other hazards of the St. Andrews 
links by his excessive cunning. He was not, 
by all accounts, the man to take his fate in 
his hands and dare the frontal attack while 
he had fair hope of turning the position by 
outflanking the bunker. But these bunk- 
ers of Sandwich there is no outflanking. 
The cunning head and the accurate eye are 
here of no avail unless they have the strong 
arm to back them. The bunkers have to be 
carried, without compromise. |. 

Of the sort of man that this Allan Robert- 
son was we, who had not the privilege of 
knowing him -in the flesh, may form some 
idea from the often-told story of his douce 
manner of playing the sixth hole at: St. An- 
drews, the Heathery Hole out. This hole 
he used to negotiate with three canny short 
spoon shots, the first just over “ Walkin- 
shaw "’ and shert of the other bunkers. The 
second over those bunkers, and the third, 
perhaps with a baffy, on to the green. It is 
by no means to be forgotten that the whins 

‘at that hole were troublous in those good 
old days, whereas there is now scarcely a 
whin to be seen at all, but for all that, whins 
or no whins, there is not a would-be cham- 
pion of them all that would rest content with 
a five for that hole, would accept the neces- 
sity of reaching the green in three, and not 
go out to get there in two. And that in a 
nutshell is the difference between the golf of 
today and that .of Allan Robertson. His 
was the day of the “ sure,”’ this is the day of 
the “ far,’’ and the shock of the contrast 
could hardly fail to send back his poor shade, 
pale and affrighted, to the comparative com- 
forts of the links beyond the Styx. 


Increase in Number of Players. 


There is another aspect of our modern 
golf that could not fail to be alarming 
and surprising to the re@émbodied spirit, 
though indeed he would approve even 
when he stood ounded, and that is the 
numbers, the to him almost incredible num-* 
bers. of the golfers of today. He would 
see the average golfer going about in a mot:+ 
ley crowd that seemed for the most part 
strangers to him and to each other, or cer- 
tainly not more than mere acquaintances. 
This was far from being the case in any lit- 
tle crowd of golfers of Allan Robertson's 
day, when any golfing crowd was necessarily 
little. All of that select band, In those Ar- 
cadian times, knew one another. Then the 
“ freemasonry of golf ’’’ was something more 
than a mere phrase. The fact that a man 
was a fellow-golfer made him like a brother 
to you at once. Indeed, to find that there 
was in the world a man that played golf 
and you not know it was scarcely credible, 
s0 small was the golfing world. But if on 
his journey to Sandwich today the ghost 
of Allan Robertson were to obey its kindly 
impulses and shake each and every golfer 
it met by the hand, its ghostly right arm 
would be nearly wrung off its ghostly body, 
stalwart though that arm and body had been 
when in the flesh. 

And with this great increase much of the 
old camaraderie has, necessarily been lost. 
It could not be othewise. You cannot be 
bosom friends with all the world, and all 
the world is now a golfer.

The saddest blow of all, no doubt, that he 
would have to suffer, would be to witness 
the keeping in which the title of champion— 
title to which he was given every right in

The poor creature could not reasonably 4 
be expected to play the game. or even to 
understand it at all, being an Englishman: | 
and yet here are two Englishmen of whom 
the one, Harry Taylor, is as straight and ac- 
curate a player, besides being a deal longer. 
as ever was Allan Robertson himself, and 
the other, Harry Vardon (is there some lat- 
ent golfing virtue about this Christian 
name’), a driver of might beyond all that the 
poor ghost had dreamed of. He would doubt- 
less go back to his comfortable Elysium 
thanking his stars that he had not to run his 
mortal career over again with such men 
over such a course.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S. 


LETTER. 


HAT Lord Salisbury is dissatisfied with 

“gir Claude Macdonald in cofinection 

with the recent events in Pekin is ap- 

parent from the fact that he has been 

transferred to Tokio, while Sir Ernest 
Satow, hitherto British Envoy to the court 
of the Mikado, has been designated to as- 
sume control of Great Britain's interests ip 
China. Until now Tokio has always been 
regarded in diplomatic service of England 
as an inferior post to Pekin, and it meant 
promotion to be transferred from Japan to 
Under the circumstances it looks 
as if Sir Ernest has received promotion and 
Sir Claude Macdonald the reverse, a cir- 
cumstance which must be taken in con- 
junction with the somewhat significant fact 
that on the relief of Pekin Queen Victoria 
addressed her congratulations and her ap- 
preciation of the gallant defense of the lega- 
tion, not, as might have been expected, to 
Sir Claude Macdonald, wh owas virtually in 
supreme command, but to the senior officer 
of the naval and mil#ary guard of the 
legation. 

Sir Ernest Satow is one of the most re- 
markable officials tn the diplomatic service 
of Queen Victoria, and there is no man liv- 
ing who possesses a more profound ac- 
quaintance of the far Orient, of its people, 
its traditions, its lore, and of its ideas. His 
entire career has been spent in the far East, - 
save for a brief spell in South America and 
in Morocco. His knowledge of Buddhism, 
acquired in Japan and Siam, is so extensive 
that he is regarded by the high dignitaries 
of this religion in the Orient as one of its 
most learned doctors, and through his ac- | 
quaintance with the Chinese classics, which | 
te vastly superior to that of most Chinese 
iterati, he is preéminently the man qualified 
to impress the Chinese authorities. Aside 
from Sir Robert Hart there is no European 
who is, so thoroughly equipped to under- 
stand ahd appreciate the peculiar workings 
of the Oriental mind and view, and thus to 
Place himself in negotiation on the same 
plane as those with whom he is called upon 
to deal. 

Reticent and reserved in manner, with a } 
most perfect cortrol of his impulses and ut- 
terances, and yet possessed of the gift of 
charming every one by his brilliant conver-, 
sation and perfect manners—the latter im- 
bued with something of the stately dignity 
of true Oriental courtesy—it has always 
seemed to me that Sir Ernest, whom I first 
met in Japan more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago as chief interpreter of the English 
Legation there, owes much of his linguistic 
abilities, and, above all, his diplomatic skill, 
to the fact that he is of Russian origin, his 
family being one of the oldest ones of the 
Russian Province of Courland. He is a 
bachelor of about 55, and, like all unmarried 
men, has fads, his being that of Oriental art, 
of which he is a connoisseur without rival. 

I doubt, however, whether his appointment 
to take charge of British interests in China 
will give satisfaction either to British mis- 
sionaries or merchants. For he is too great 
an admirer of Buddhist, Taoist, Shintoist, 
and Confucian philosophy and culture to be 
able to view with approval the endeavors of 
white men, frequently of a far inferior 
standard of education, intellect, and cul- 
ture, to overthrow these Oriental beliefs 
merely by oft coarse and fierce denuncia- 
tion. Sir Ernest has never been in sympathy 
with missionary enterprise as hitherto con- 
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ducted, justly claiming that if any serious 
attempt ts to be made to convert the Chinese, 
the Japanese, and the Siamese, the men sent 
out as missionaries should be divines of pro- 
found learning, of acknowledged eminence 
in theological and Ortental science, and of 


perfect breeding, so that they may be in a 


position to meet the great dignitaries of these 
Asiatic creeds, and the leaders of far East- 


ern thought; philosophy, and faith, upon a 


footing of intellectual equality. 
The views of Sir Ernest in the matter are 


shared by every one who has lived for any 


time in the Orient, and it is known that he 


has infused them into the mind of Lord 


Salisbury. Indeed, it is probable that Sir 
Ernest’s appointment as British plenipo- 
tentiary in China means the inauguration of 
n the policy of the Eng- 


sionary question, a change forshadowed in 
the British Premifer’s remarkable address at 


the great missionary celebration in London 


last spring. 
The British merchants may be relied upon 
to disapprove of Sir Ernest’s appointment 


because they well know that he is not the 


kind of man to champion any pretensions 
on their part which are not perfectly fair 


and equitable to the Chinese, that he will 
aever be a party to extorting concessions 


by means of diplomatic or armed pressure. 


In Japan he always made it a point to insist 


upon fair treatment of the natives in all 
their controversies with his fellow-country- 
men, and no European has contributed more 
to bring about the recognition of Japan as 
a civilized power than Sir Ernest. The Jap- 
anese people and government entertain the 
most ,warm friendship and most perfect 
trust in Sir Ernest, acknowledging that he 
knows their country, and éverything con- 
nected with Japan, as well and even better 
than any of them do themselves. Indeed, 
his transfer from Tokio to China points 
strongly Indeed towards the existence of a 
thorough understanding between Great Brit- 
ain and Japan about Chinese affairs. 


Sir Claude MacDonald is blamed for not 
having foreseen the recent troubles in China, 
and for. not having lent any heed to the 
numerous warnings which he received. But 
his faults as a diplomat at Pekin, faults 
largely due to his shattered health, and to 
discouragement resulting from the absence 
of proper support from his government in 
moments of crisis, have been redeemed, and 
more than redeemed, by the splendid de- 
fense of the legation, and of all the Euro- 
peans shut up therein during the terrible 
weeks when they were cut off from all com- 
munication with the outer world and sur- 
rounded by savage hordes bent on massacre 
and torture. ~ 

That is why, Instead of being recalled and 
placed on the waiting list, Sir Claude has 
been transferred to the easy, lucrative, and 
in every respect agreeable post of British 
Minister to the court of the Mikado, where 
he will have the opportunity of recuperating 
his health and that of his wifdand children 
after the trials to which it has been sub- 
jected at Pekin. 


Queen Victoria rage at length succeeded

But after the Wales had left she at length 
induced the Queen to receive her in private 
audience, which was ‘granted on condition 
that Count Lonyay should keep away. An 
invitation to lunch with the Queen followed, 
and just before her Majesty left for Bal- 
moral she not only consented to receive the 
Count in audience, but likewise to act as 
mediator between Stephanie and her father. 
with the result that a reconciliation has been 
effected.

MOKI INDI.NS NOT MERCENARY. 


-Chicago Man Corrects the Impression 
That Whites Can Buy Admission 
to the Snake Dance. 


Chicago, Sept. 20.—{Editor of The- Trib- 
une.]—It seems an injustice to a well mean- 
ing, gentle, and picturesque tribe of Indians, . 
as earnest and serious in their ceremonies 
as the people of Oberammergau, with their 
play for a price, to give out widespread the. 
impression that the Moki Indians al- 
low money td enter into their calcula- 
tions in celebrating their god dances. The 
contrary situation is the fact. I was present 
at their last snake dance at the village of 
Oreibi, on the West Mesa, in Arizona, and 
witnessed a situation. which disputes your 
assertion. 

Two persistent and enthusiastic white 
men, one of whom I was, slipped down 
into their sacred snake khiva previous 
‘to the ceremonies and refused to be’ dis- 
lodged when the members of the snake order 
descended to begin their ritual and wash the 
snakes prior to the dance, and the perform- 
ances; all ceased until we removed our- 
selves. Our parleying and proffers of coin 
delayed the dance at least two hours, and 
not until abandonment of the spectacle, im- 
plying personal injury to our party, was 
threatened would we relinquish our deter- 
mination to follow the ceremony from sun- 
rise to dusk in all its weird and 
solemnity. 

The sum of $100 was tendered the snake 
priest to permit our presence. This was de- 
clined without even a consideration, and at 
no time during the dance, which did not 
go on until we had repaired to a prescribed 
distance, was there a flash of the smallest 
sized coin or piece of money. The Mokis 
will abandon their incantations before they 
will come to an admittance fee.

“It would need to be pulled to pieces, of 
course,"’ said Mr. Fergus. ‘‘ The spokes 
would be left out of the circles and the outer 
rim could be made with a floor and tracks, all 
movirfg by machinery after the fashion of 
the movable sidewalk at the Fair. Two 
tracka, at most, are all that would be neces- 
sary to lead to the entrance. Then, in or 
out of this entrance, locomotives could be 
shunted and turned to their stalls as easily 
as if they were toys. 

** Back of the engine stalls and in the cen- 
ter of the big wheel there would be room for 
a machine and repair shop. The capacity 
of the rim would be seventy-two engines, 
two standing side by side in each of the 
thirty-six spaces now occupied by the pas- 
senger cars of the wheel. The rollers un- 
der this rim could be fashioned after those 
under Chicago center pier bridges, thus re- 
ducing the friction to a minimum. The 
thickness of the wheel is great enough to 
provide all the elevation necessary to the 
biggest roundhouse. In completing the 
house the methods used in steel construction 
buildings might be carried out tn detail.”

“ Then, as toa sentres machine and repair 
shop, such a shop would be just where the 
machinist does not want it.

Every year 
the railroad locomotive is getting bigger and 
bigger. A stall seventy feet long is neces- 
sary to house it properly. In the Western 
avenue house the turntable in the center is 
sixty feet long. 


Roof Would Be Needed. 

* But, grarting that the framework of the 
Ferris wheel {s all thateonk’ Be for 
a roundhouse, the advantages that it would 
offer are small. Steel construction is val- 
uable largely for its capacity in carrying up 
walls, and the walls of the ordinary round- 
house are not more than eighteen or twenty 
feet high. They can be run up in ordinary 
brick with every advantage. When the 
walls are up, only the roof is necessary. 
Estimating the cost of moving the wheel, it 
can be compared to bridgework of similar 
kind. To overhaul a bridge costs about six- 
tenths of a cent a pound. The wheel weighs 
2,400,000 pounds, and to get the framework 
of the building in place would cost $1,440, to 
say nothing of the first cost of the steel. 

“‘Mr. Fergus has a great idea. It is quite 
possible to make a roundhouse of the wheel 
as he proposes. But only its novelty would 
appeal to a railroad company in need of a 
roundhouse—a novelty that would have to 
be paid for, with little gain in advertising 
to compensate.” 

The Ferris wheel, like the Great Eastern, 
which laid the first Atlantic cable, was vir- 
tually useless when the purpose for. which 
it was built was met. As an attraction to 
the north of Lincoln Park it has not been a 
paying venture. 

The wheel is 250 feet-in diameter and 
weighs 1,200 tons. Its axle of steel is thirty- 
two inches in diameter and forty-five feet 
long. The wheel is thirty feet thick, and 
for this reason would raise the wall of a 
possible roundhouse to nearly twice the 


necessary heig height.

TS, as transmitters of disease, 
are engrossing the attention of 
medica] men in many parts of the 
world where the plague has ray- 
aged thecountry. Seaports have 
been actually closed against ships 


the health authorities that ‘the 
‘vessels had been rid of rats before they efi- 
tered the ports. This has béen particularly 
the case in Glasgow and Liverpool; the latter 
port having declared a quarantine againat 
rats from Glasgow the last week.  .. 

Dr. Adolph Gehrmann of the Chicago Board 
of Health is possibly the best posted * man 
in the eity on the question of rat transmission 
of disease. Dr. Gehrmann does not believe 
that the rodents carry the germs of any dis- 
ease save the plague, and, therefore, in ordi- 
nary cases they are not to be feared by the 
Chicago householder from a 
point. 

No living being is 90 susceptible to’ the 
plague as the rat, and as a direct paradox to 
this statement it may be said that there are 
whole colonies of rats that, without any rea- 
son as far as scientific research can deter- 
mine, are wholly immune from the plague 
bacillus. 


Rats Are Old Offenders... 

As far back as the seventeenth century, 
when pictured accounts were given of ‘the 
plague, rats, dead rats, formed the principal 
feature of the plague stories, showing thal 
the rat was a known plague victim even in 
the earlier centuries. 

The rat gets his inoculation of the disease 
germ principally through the food which 
he eats. Insects, such as fleas, which have 
been on rats dead from the plague, are trans- 
ferred to live rats and thus carry the germ, 
Then again, rats have been bitten. by in- 
oculated rodents, and thus the disease was 
carried over and over until a whole district 
of rats was inoculated with the plague bac- 
teria. 

Rats that are immune from the plague 
can carry the fleas to rats that are not, se 
even the immunes are not safe ones to havé 
around a city during the plague’s ravages. 
_ That human beings should get the bacillus 
in their systems from rats is easy encugh 
when it fs noted that the dead rats have to 
be removed and that a touch, be it ever’ 
slight, will inoculate the man.  Fieas 
prominent part in this or 
alighting on humans after they have been 
on a plague-stricken rat. 

The absolutely bad food that a rat par- 


takes of makes it possible for the bite of a” 


rat to carry infection of other diseases to 
the system of a human being. In this way 
typhold or some such disease might be trams- 
mitted to men who might have been bitten 
by a rat, either in catching it or ae 
it from a trap. 


Plagues Spread Quickly. 


In plague times the rat is undoubtedly the 
agent of more rapid tranemission of the 
plague germs than any other known method 
of contagion. It is because of their num- 
bers that the rats may spread disease as 
quickly as they do, and it Is owing to the 
poor food they eat that the inoculation and 
infection are so rapid. 

The first precaution in plague-stricken 
cities has always been the extermination of 
the rat, and even im towns where there is 
no epidemic the extermination of the rodent 
would be a good preservative of the public 


| health, 


The poorer localities, of course, suffer 
more from the rats than the more fashiona- 
ble quarters of large cities, and it is possibly 
because the animals are more numerous 
among the lower classes that the disease be- 
comes at once so widespread, 

India abounds in rats. They are to be 
seen on the streets as large as small-sised 
cats, and they are as careless of the prox- 
imity of men as the street dogs of Chicago. 
In this fact undoubtedly lies the secret of 
British India’s fearful visitation of the 
plague. 

The rat is proverbially a restless traveler. 
So, added to his numerous personality is his 
roving. habit to make his transmission of 


‘germs so rapid. 


Next to the rat comes the rabbit. but as 
rabbits are not household pest8 their work 
of transmission is small and only the actual 
handling of the rabbit would bring about

M. D., superintendent of the 
Hudson River State Hospital at 
Poughkeepsie, which has been pub- 
lished in the American Journal of In- 
sanity, has been reprinted in pamphlet form 
and attracts some attention, particularly by 
reason of Dr. Pilgrim's citations and deduc- 
tions concerning the hour of death. Dr. 
Pilgrim's paper is entitied “The Study of a 
Year's Statiatics."" At its conclusion he says: 
“An examination of the hour of death 
showed that 26 per cent died between mid- 
night and 6 a. m., 19 per cent between 6 a. 
m, and noon, 31 per cent between noon and 6 
Dp. m. and 24 per cent between 6 p. 
m. and midnight. By adding these percent- 
ages together we find the curious fact that 
the deaths were evenly distributed between 
the hours of darkriess and light, 115 patients 
having died between 6 p. m. and 6 a. m., and 
116 between Ga.m. and6p.m. Desiring to 
pursue this question still further, I examined 
the deaths for the ten. preceding years, 
nearly 1,500 in all, and found this statement 
strikingly confirmed, as a change of one- 
half of 1 per cent would have made the 
deaths exactly even during the hours of day 
‘and night.

Asa general rule 
‘death softly follows life’ and suffering at 
the end, either physical or mental, is of rare 
occurrence. In fact it is not an uncommon 
thing to notice a clearing up of the clouded 
brain a few hours before the final change. 
This fact was noticed by Rush a hundred 
years ago, and, in my opinion, too little has 
been written of it since. From my own ob-

servations, and from the reports of reliable 
nurses, many patients, especially those dy- 
ing of phthisis, or after surgical operations, 
or from acute intercurrent diseases, or in- 
juries which produce a profound shock upon 
the general system, become calm and 
coherent shortly before death."’ 

Elsewhere Dr. Pilgrim makes this remark: 
“The number of cases diagnosed upon ad- 
mission as acute melancholia, which is just 

about two and one-half times as great as 
that of acute mania, is quite suggestive. It 
not only proves, as its generally admitted by 
alienists, that it is the rule for insanity to be- 
gin with depression, byt it also shows that 
cases are sent to the hospital much earlier 
than they used to be, before the later stage 
of mania has had time to develop. It is un- 
doubtedly this fact which so often gives rise 
to the assertion that the form of insanity 
has changed of late and that the terribly 
troublesome cases of former years, in which 
restraint seemed so necessary, are no longer 
seen. But it is my belief that the real reason 
for the infrequency of such cases fs that hos- 
pitals for the insane are today regarded 
much more favorably than they were even 
a decade ago, and their aid is much earlier 
sought and their full benefits much oftener 
obtained.”’

In the preamble of 
the convention are found the’ words 
** Churches of the Catholic religion, the pro- 
pagation of which has long been authorized 
by the imperial government, are now being 
erected in all the provinces of China.” The 
convention provides that questions in con- 
nection with the Roman Catholic missions 
in China, shall be settled in an amicab-e 
manner between the Chinese authorities and 
the heads of the various missionary stations, 
for which purpose Bishops are recognized by 
the terms of the convention asof equal rank 
with the Governors or Viceroyse of provinces, 
while apostolic vicars, provincials, and 
superiors are similarly endowed with official 
status equivalent to that of the Prefects of 
towns and of districts. Chinese dignitaries 
from Viceroys downwards are commanded 
to interchange official courtesies with the 
Roman Catholic Bishops and clergy, and to 
) do everything in their power to arrange mat- 
ters amicab.y with them. . 


Chinese Distrust of France. 

It is only when such an arrangement has 
become impossible that the missions—that is 
to say, those of France, of Belgium, of Spain, 
and of Portugal—are to invoke the interven- 
tion and championship of France as the pro- 
tecting power, while Germany, Austria, and 
Italy may appeal te their respective sover- 
eigns.

Rules Governing Loot. 

One word in conclusion. It is on the sub- 
ject of that looting of which we have lately 
been hearing so much in connection with 
the seizure, first of Tien Tsin and then of 


| the rules of civilized warfare, and is pun- 
ished severely in of conflicts between 
Christian nations. ut it is sanctioned, or 
perhaps it would be better to say tolerated, 
in instances where the foe is either Oriental 
or African, and where it Is considered to 
add any destruction of the enemy’s property 
to the weight of the punishment inflicted 
through mere defeat. In instances of this 
kind English as well as German military 
regulations provide that all loot belongs by 
right to the crown and cannot under ordi- 
nary circumstances be appropriated or dis- 
tributed without the consent of the sover- 
eign. As a rule the soldiers are not worried 
with restrictions as long as the looting is 
done only on a smal! scale, and there was 
hardly a soldier who returned from the Sou- 
dan who did not bring back with him to his 
. relatives and friends,some spoils of war.in 
the shape of Dervish arms and accouter- 
ments. 

But had the British military authorities 
been able to discover the identity of the 
soldiers who looted the royal treasury at 
Mandalay, and who made away with the 
ruby covered crown of King Thebaw, they 
would have been sentenced by court- 
either to be shot or to a long term of im- 
prisonment.

If the military regulations had been e 
forced at Tien Tsin and at Pekin every bit 
of loot taken by British soldiers should have 
been turned into a species of pool, which, 
after the consent of the sovereign had been 
obtained, might have been distributed either 
in full or in part, aGcording to a scale ap- 
proved by the military authorities, which is 
based on the relative daily pay of all ranks, 
the infantry private with a shilling a day 
being taken as the limit. But itis expressly 
understood that the distribution is not a 
matter of right, but altogether a matter of 
the will and pleasure of the sovereign, who 
usually receives as her share any article 
of particular artistic or intrinsic value.

Dr. L. M. Robey of River Falls, Wis., dis- 
covered the wonderful contents of this 
mound some time ago, but the first work 
that disclosed the magnitude of the affair 
was done by R. W. Strong of Belmond, Ia., 
assisted by Herbert Ahistrom, Harry Sadler, 
A. L. Evans, Charles Fisher, and A. W. An- 
derson, all newspaper men, who went to the 
scene and spent a day excavating, in which 
time the bones of at least twenty skeletons 
were unearthed. In any part of the mound 
human bones were found at a depth of three 
to five feet from the surface, although they 
were not as well preserved as those found 
at @ greater depth. All ‘of the skeletons 
— found with their heads lying to the 

This mound is 230 feet in diamete 
base and 60 feet high and is peepee Be re 
the top it is only 20 or 30 feet in diameter. 
Possibly it was higher than this at an earlier 
date, but has been washed away. Its steep 
sides are covered with scattering oaks, pop- 
lars, and hazel brush. 

The mound is situated on a level plat of 
ground, and for miles around the scenery is 
wildly picturesque. , 

Hundreds of mounds have been discovered 
in Wisconsin, but nome better preserved than 
this. This State is supposed to have been the 
original starting point of mound building, 
and work was supposed to have been carried 
on in proportions of great magnitude until 
the Indians overpowered the weaker race, 
driving them south and West.to Mexico, 
whére their descen@ants were finally con- 
quered by Cortez. | 

Nearly all of these earthworks are situated 
en level benches of streams, upon ridge tops, 
near the shores of lakes, upon the sum- 
mits ef commanding bluffs, Many of them 
are grotesque in shape, being outlines of 
birds, beasts, fishes, and reptiles, the pre- 
dominating forms being apparently those of 
turties, snakes, birds, squirrels, and

mounds were erected. Some’ believe that 
they were built solely for the purpose of wor- 
ship, others for defense, others as symbols 
of mystic rites in which human sacrifice and 
sun worship played prominent parts, and 
others as sites for dwellings and for burying 
grounds. From the evidence at hand it is 
probable that each of these theories is cor- 
rect, and that different mounds were used for 
different purposes, 

There is no doubt that this mound was 
built as a burying ground. From the data 
secured it is evident that at the beginning of 
this huge project, when one of this pre- 
historic race died, he was laid to rest on the 
bare ground and his body covered by two or 
three feet of clay and black loam, which was 
taken from the lake shore just east of the 
mound proper. Tier after tier was laid to 
rest in this manner, until more than an acre 
was covered, and then another tier was be- 
gun in the trenches between the other 
graves. 

In this way countiess thousands of men, 
women, and children were laid to rest as 


* 


fast as they died, until a veritable mo 
of corpses, sand, and elay was made by 
human hands. 

The skeletons apparently have been dis- 
turbed but little by animals, and it seems 
queer that they have not turned to dust. 
The average height of the largest skeleton 
is five feet, and the bones are well propor- 
tioned. The skulls have high frontal bones, 
evidencing intelligence, while the arms, 
spines, hips, and legs are large and strong. 
All of the bones are of a dark brown color 
and brittle. Some of them dug up from a 
point fifteen feet below the surface appeared 
to be burned. All of the skeletons found 
were well preserved, except the skulls, many 
of which had fallen to pieces, although the 
skull bones were in a good state of preserva- 
tion. Several of the jaw bones contained 
perfect sets of teeth.

NF) more the Calico King of 
the big cotton manufacturing 
district of Massachusetts has 
proved the good angel of the 
i millmen. Matthew C. D. Bor- 
i den, head of one of the greatest 
of Fall River cotton mills, has 
bought 500,000 pieces of cotton 
goods at 2% cents a y@rd and by doing so he 

blocked an attempt of manufacturers to 
cut wages, has stimulated trade until the 
great looms will not have to shut down, and 
directly has saved 60,000 persons from im- 
pending disaster. 

As an example of how much this action 
means to the operatives of Fall River and 
vicinity, the case of Henry Tootlory, a 
sasber-tender of Fall River, is cited. Tout- 
jory is an expert workman, but had been 

off two weeks until Mr. Borden’s pur- 
chase started the ‘wheels again. One of his 
sand two of his boys are in the mills, 
and the starting up of the industry means 
s950 a week of additional income, the pay- 
ent of a long deferred doctor’s bill, new 
furnishings for the house, and a better table.

Thrice Before to the Rescue. * 

And this is not the first time that Mr. 
Borden has come forward to the help of 
millmen when other manufacturers were 
determined to squeeze them to lower wages 
or shut down the mills for a period. 

In 1891 just such a condition as that of 
last week existed in the mill country. The 
market was glutted and stagnant. Then, for 
the first time, Mr. Borden went into the 
market and bought the 850,000 pieces’ of 
calico, which, by piling up, had threatened 
to work trouble for the mill people. 


In February, 1897, it looked as if the opera-‘ 


tives would be forced to work half time only. 
There were 750,000 pieces of cotton goods 
in stock in Fall River and manufacturers 
were shaking their heads against piling up 
more of it. Mr. Borden bought the last yard 
of it, paying $1,000,000 in cash for the stock. 
The result was that 3,000,000 spindles went 
on whirring for full time instead of half 
time, as had been threatened. 

In November, 1899, stagnation existed. Mr. 
Borden sought to relieve it as he had done 
before, but the men in the conspiracy for 
lower Wages balked him in the effort to pur- 
chase stock. As a recourse Mr. Borden 
simply raised wages in his own mills a 
straight 10 per cent. 


Gives Wages a Boost. 


.Pall River and the whole district was dis- 


_turbed. Operatives dissatisfied in other 


mills came to Mr. Borden, and as far as pos- 
sible places were found for them. The Bur- 
den mills continued to run steadily, with the 
result that in thirty days every other manu- 
facturer in the district had grant@d the same 
10 per cent increase. This action affected 
100,000 operatives, and in Fall River-alone 
the gain in wages was $25,000 a week. 

Mr. Borden’s recent purchase of 500,000 
pieces of cotton involved the expenditure 
of $720,000. Each piece runs forty-six to

of cotton, or nearly 15,000 miles of single- 
width stuff. ;

‘If I have ac- 
tomplished only so much I shall be satis- 
fed. Yet it is a business venture, too; I 
may make money on the-deal.

Fall River’s Hard Luck. 

Fall River has been critical of the situation 
which Mr. Borden\has just relieved. It 
charges conspiracy against wages on the 
part of many manufacturers. Mill men ask 
Why the whole country is prosperous—why 
the mills at Lowell and Lawrence are run- 
ning steadily—and only Fall River affected? 
They say that Mr. Borden’s purchase may 
have been both shrewd and generous, and not 
&amiliman in the town would fail to eongrat- 
Wate him if he should come out of the deal 
with a handsome profit. His print mills are 
running full time, and if cotton should go up 
he can have gray goods cheaper than he 
could afford to weave it in his own mills, 

It is generally conceded that Mr. Borden’s 
purchase has averted a serious strike. Op- 
tratives in these times of prosperity would 
have been in a mood to resent a cut, such as 
Was proposed. A long tie-up of the industry 
almost certainly would have followed a cut 
in Wages. This situation has been averted 
for a time at least. 

The Borden mills are of the largest in Fall 
River. He uses 47,000 bales of cotton annual- 
ly, and last year produced 117,000,000 yards of 
Cotton goods.

and will be oppressed no more. 

The birthplace of this latest trust is 
Wapokeneta, O., a town which has been 
famed for nothing heretofore but the com- 
parative size of its Democratic majorities. 
The date of the organization of the trust was 
Sunday, Sept. 16, and it was the crystaliza- 
tion of a desire on the part of about twenty 
of the young men of the town to relieve 
themselves of the burdens which as beaux 
of the village girls they found intolerable. 
It Only required a hint that their presence 
Was wanted at the place of meeting, and the 
young men. reported ready for business and 
with a grim determination to throw off the 
yoke or become old bachelors in the attempt. 

The trust has been named the Society for 


the Prevention of Cruelty to Worthy Young 
Lovers, or the “8. P. C. W. ¥. L.” The pre- 
amble sets forth that the object of the so- 
clety is the protection of the lovers and the 
punishment of such enemies of society as 
gossips, “‘ kidders,” and ‘‘ knockers.” At- 
tention will also be paid to parents who are 
unreasonable in their objections to worthy 
young men. A committee has reported a 
constitution and bylaws, and the first set of 
“officers has been installed. The initial 
meeting was attended by young men who 
havo grievances against one or more of the 
class of people who make the lives of lovers 
miserable. These young men once were ac- 
customed to spend their Sunday evenings 
and one or two week day evenings in the so- 
ciety of the young women of the town, but 
owing to misunderstandings of one sort or 
another they now spend their leisure time in 
less delectable manner. Matters seemed to 
be growing worse, but as soon as the pur- 
poses of the new society are understood and 
the girls and their meddling relatives ap- 
preciate what is ahead if they do not toe the 
scratch, it is believed that the work of the 
society will be mainly routine. A Grievance 
committee now has a number of matters 
under advisement which will be reported 
at a later session.

The constitution provides that the mem- 
bers shall meet every Sunday evening be- 
fore making calls on the girls, and at that 
meeting all grievances shall be reported and 
acted upon.

The President of the society, one of the 
society leaders of the town, believes that 
the society is needed not only in his own 
town, but in other towns where the course 
of true love is not smooth. 

The society is increasing in numbers, and 
several grievances have been reported and 
acted upon with results entirely satisfactory 
to the lover whose interests were at stake. 
Inquires have been received from neighbor- 
ing towns, and the “ lovers’ trust "’ promises 
to become a power in Ohio.

“The truth of the proverb was never better 
illustrated than in a big placard hanging at 
each end of every car on the Lake Street 
elevated railway. On these cards is printed: 


On and after May ist, 1900, the rate of 
‘fare will be & cents from Oak Park to Chi- 
cago in either direction. aii 


“ Evidently .some one familiar with the 
operation of a street railway framed the 
sentence. It was probably dictated to a 
stenographer by a man who had lost lots 
of hair in receiving impressions and experi- 
ences in the operation of rapid transit trains. 
But the things which he did not know about 
the operation of the English language would 
have made grammars, rhetorics, and per- 
haps dictionaries. 

“*The rate of fare,’ for instance, is a 
grotesque absurdity. There is no ‘rate of 
fare’ on any rapid transit line in Chicago: 
the passenger pays just as much to ride 
one block as he pays to ride forty, unless, 
of course, two fares are collected. 

*“*From Oak Park to Chicago, in either 
direction,’ hardly could have been made 
worse. The man who could travel in a di- 
rect line from Oak Park to Chicago and in 
more than one direction—unless, of course, 
he should circumnavigate the globe—would 
be a wondeg. 

“That which the railway man meant to 
say, reduced to its lowest and simplest 
terms, was: 

***On and after May 1, 1900, the fare be- 
tween Oak Park and Chicago will be five 
cents.’

URGED IN COURT. 


Theological Seminary Sued to Compel 
Issue of Diploma Despite Anti- 
Engagement Rule. . 


HE rights and privileges of a man in 
love are to be determined by a St. 
Louis court. Generally the rights and 
privileges of the lover are dependent 
on the will of the girl in the case oron 

the favorable or unfavorable action of her 
parents, but this time the girl is a widow 
who is supposed to know her own mind, and 
the objectors are the members of the faculty 
of Eden College, a theological seminary of 
which the lover fs a student. 

The college has been in existence abpout 
fifty years and now has an attendance of 
seventy-five to eighty students. All are 
young men preparing for the ministry, and 
the course of study and the. life at the col- 
lege are arranged to fit them for their pas- 
toral work after graduation. Rules are 
rigid and strictly enforced, but as a general 
thing the students comply with them cheer- 
fully. One-of the rules is as follows:

The rule has been a deadletter for fifty 
years, chiefly because there has been no 
occasion to enforce it.

Louis to compel the 
college to graduate him. The petition al- 
leges that the diploma was refused because 
the faculty of the college had decided that

Hoffmann had been warned of his infrac- 
tion, but he told the faculty how foolish he 
considered the rule, and continued to call on 
the widow.

Vaudeville puns on the clock as an 
ornament to hosiery are supposed to have led 
up to the idea of the musical sock. Natural- 
ly this creation of an alleged brain comes 
from the effete East. Waltz, clog, and jig

hose in such a way that.a violinist, clarinet 
player, or cornist may cock first one foot 
and then the othér on a music rack and play 
right through the score of the first act of a 
comic opera. White bars on a black back- 


ground are popular, but the white figures 


on a background of bluish purple are better 
adapted to long-legged musicians, as the 
combination is proved to be the clearest 


within the scope of the sign maker's art. 


But. the musical sock is not wholly for 
musicians. It may be for the lover of music 
aswell. For instance, a young man does not 
play, but he has a sweetheart who does. He

DANGER OF DOMESTIC IMPERIALISM. 
William B. Hornblower says he fears 
“domestic imperialism, which I suppose 
will be conceded to be of vastly more 
moment to us and to our posterity than 
colonial imperialism.” Senator Hanna be- 
lieves that “there is only oné imperialist 
in the United States. He is Dick Croker, 
Mr. Bryan’s chief adviser.” gate 
Mr. Croker may not be the only im- 
perialist in the United States, but he is the 
greatest one. He holds no office, but he 
designates the men who are to hold of-. 
fices.- He. has no official authority over 
the taxpayers of New York, and yet through 
the influence which he enjoys as the head 
of a local organization he extorts directly 
or indirectly a princely revenue from the 
property-owners of the greatest city in the 
country. He was in comparatively needy 
circumstances when Tammany elected Van 
Wyck as Mayor a few years ago. Since 
then he has been able to obtain an inter- 
est in fat contracts and to pile up rapid- 
ly in that and in other ways a fortune 
so large as to enable him to set up a 
large racing stable and take it to Hng- 


Never was Croker’s record so bad or so’ 
familiar to the public as now, and never be- 
fore did he occupy the commanding position 
in the Democratic party he does now. His 
sway has been undisputed in the city and 
it has recently extended over the State 
of New York. Now for the first time he had 
become a figure of national consequence 
and importance. The statement that 
Croker has made fabulously large bets on 
Bryan’s election—whether the bets are 
genuine or a sham—has won for him 
in spite of his record, the admiration and 
respect of Mr. Bryan. The latter, hur- 
riedly abandoning his dates in the West, 
is about to rush to New York to put 
himself under Mr. Croker’s orders, and co- 
operate with him and his supporters in an 
attempt to carry that State. 

It is well understo6d that if Croker does 
carry New York for Bryan and thus elects 
him the boss of Tammany will be supreme 
not only in the distribution of patronage 
in the State of New York: but in the de- 


| cision of all questions concerning the State 


and city in which the general government 
may be interested. It is said, probably 
with truth, that Croker will have a repre- 
sentative in the Cabinet, but that will | 
count for little with him as compared with 
the control of the custom-house. If he 
can select the Collector and other officers 
of the chief port of the United States he 
need ask no more of fortune. 

The men whom Croker would select to 
manage the New York Custom-House 
would have the same sensitive and delicate 
feelings and the same scrupulous considera- 
tion for public interests which Croker him- 
self has exhibited in public matters. Such 
men, worthy successors of Swartwout and 
Hoyt, who, under Jackson and Van Buren, 
defrauded the government at New York, 
would sit at the receipt of customs at 
the gateway of the continent, putting valua- 
tions on goods and collecting duties. It 
ts no wonder that Mr. Croker is enthusias- 
tically in favor of Bryan, who is to give 
him control of the custom-house and an im- 
perial revenue. 

It is a question whether the voters of 
New York will view with complacency this 
alliance which has been entered into be- 
tween Candidate Bryan and a man of 
Croker’s antecedents. Perhaps the mer- 
chants of New York City and of the United 
States generally will wake up when they 
understand what the election of Bryan, 
through an alliance with the most cor- 
rupt politician in the United States, will 
mean to them. Decent voters  through- 
out the United States must be driven away 
from Bryan when they learn that to raise 
money with which to elect him assess- 
ments, are to be levied on dives, saloons, 
slums, and places of doubtful repute in 
New York City. Vice is to supply Mr. 
Bryan with a campaign fund. Money from 
that source will be far more tainted than 
any contributed by corporations or trusts. 

Mr. Bryan has perhaps committed the 
most fatal blunder of his whole campaign 
in rushing to New York to ratify his 
treaty with Croker and make arrangements 
to carry the State with his aid. Mr. Bryan 
will set all New York in rebellion and 
solidify the opposition throughout the 
rest of the North. It has been apparent 
for some time that Bryan has no princi- 
ples. His erratic campaign has showed 
that. He has jumped from free silver 
to imperialism, and from imperialism to 
trusts, dropping one issue after another as 
he saw there was nothing to be made out 
of them. As the conclusive proof of lack 
of principle he has thrown himself into 
the arms of the imperialist Croker and 
asks from him the vote of New York, to 
be obtained by Mr. Croker’s favorite meth- 
ods of bribery, violence, and fraud. 

Mr. Bryan has clasped hands with the 
most unscrupulous and dishonest of Ameri- 
cans. The fluent denouncer of ,“ imperial- 
ism” has agreed to hand over the federal 
patronage in New York to the arch repre- 
sentative of that domestic imperialism 
which is to be feared the most—that imperi- 
alism best known in New York, but not 
unknown in other cities, which means co?- 
ruption and debasement of the suffrage 
and the plunder of property-owners by rath- 
less politicians of the baser sort. , 


WIDER USE OF STREET CARS.

passenger traffic, but there are many rea- 
sons why a movement for such extension 
should be regarded as in the line of real 
economy. It is perfectly plain that the 
transportation of freight on rails means 


transportation over pavements, even though 
the latter be smooth, It is also established 
that electric traction of cars is much cheap- 
er than horse traction. The conclusion 
from these two facts is that the trdns- 
portation of commodities over rails and by 
power traction is a thing to be desired, so 
far as may be consistent with other neces- 
sary demands upon the streets. 

To what extent existing or additional 
street car lines could be used for such 
purpose and for a general express busi- 
ness is almost entirely a matter of con- 
jecture today, as is also the extent to which 
such use would reduce the pressure of traf- 
fic on the streets. The whole subject, 
‘however, is plainly an important one, and 
one the possibilities of which should be 
borne definitély in mind in determining 
street railway policy.

The German vote, which earlier in the 
year was attracted toward Bryan because 
of the vociferous clamor about “ imperial- 
ism ” and “ militarism,” is gradually swing- 
ing back to McKinley, and the forces which 
are causing it to move in that direction will 
be powerful enough to give him almost as 
many votes.in that quarter as he got in 
1806. The latest and in many respects 
‘the most significant indication of the new 
drift of the German vote is the following 
New York Staats 
Zeitung: 

The Democratic candidate has forced the silver 
question into the foreground again, and thus has 
reawakened the fear that his election would carry 
with it terrible consequences for the nation. No 
man yet has been elected President because he 
possessed striking. brilliant qualities. The people 
demand rightly that the candidate shall have 
certain sterling traits of character and a solid 
element of conservatism in him, so that one can 
look to his administration with confidence and, 
above all, with calm security. The prospect that 
he might win such faith has been considerably 
diminished by Bryan by his revival of the silver 
question, | 

We have declared frém the firgt that this year 
the silver swindle and imperialism cannot be beat- 
en simultaneously and that the voter must make 
up his mind clearly which of the two evils must 
be done for first and which might wait. We had 
hoped that the silver question would play no role; 
we still stick to our belief that it is disposed of 
and requires no further consideration; and we feel 
sure that i¢ is less this question than doubt of 
Bryan's trustworthiness which has brought it for- 
ward again and so hurt the Democratic candidate; 
but the fact remains that the old alarm is aroused 


again. 

The Republicans have no right, nevertheless, to 
accept the votes coming around to McKinley on 
such grounds as votes of confidence in the expan- 
sion policy, and when they do that they run¢he 
risk of bringing about at the last.moment a reac- 
tion that can be dangerous. ' 

A few weeks dgo the editor of this influ- 
ential paper was “on the fence.” He con- 
fessed that he did not know which way the 
Germans should turn. Since he spoke thus 
he has studied the character of the candi- 
dates, arid to some purpose, Canning said 
once, “ Away with this cant of ‘ measures, 
not men,’” meaning thereby that candi- 
dates were often of more importance than 
the measures they advocated. The editor 
of the Staats Zeitung says truly that “ the 
people demand rightly that the candidate 
shall have certain sterling traits of charac- 
ter and a solid element of conservatism in 
him.” He does not find those traits in 
Bryan. “ Doubt of Bryan’s trustworthi- 
ness has brought it [the silver question] 
forward again.” He says further that the 
prospect of Bryan’s winning popular faith 
has been “ considerably diminished by his 
revival of the silver question.” 

The editor of the Staats Zeitung says Re- 
publicans must not accept German votes 
for McKinley as votes of confidence in his 
expansion policy. The Republicans recog- 
nize clearly the fact that many men will 
vote for McKinley who do not believe in 
expansion and are opposed to what is today 
called imperialism. The Republicans un- 
derstand fully that deep-seated distrust of 
Bryan will get their candidate many votes 
he would not get otherwise. When the 
choice has to be made between the two can- 
didates the majority of the voters will be 
controlled by the conviction that McKinley 
is trustworthy while Bryan is $ not. 


THE GAS WAR. 

A South Side householder has threatened 

to bring suit to enjoin the People’s Gaslight 
and Coke company from charging him more 
than 40 cents a thousand feet and from cut- 
ting off the gas if he refuses to pay a higher 
price. No South or West Side customer of 
that company is ignorant of the fact that, 
while it is charging him a dollar a thousand, 
it is in a roundabout way, through the 
medium of a dummy company, selling gas 
to the residents of a part of the North Side 
at 40 centsathousand. Therefore, a large 
number of persons will await with great 
interest the outcome of litigation which con- 
cerns them as much as it does the person 
who may begin it. 
- It is desirable that some such suit should 
get to the Supreme Court, so that the public 
may know what that tribunal thinks con- 
cerning the important questions at issue. 
The charter of the People’s Gas company 
does not oblige it to furnish gas to its cus- 
tomers at a uniform rate. There is no 
statute which forbids its charging material- 
ly different rates to North and South Side 
customers, even though the cost of deliver- 
ery is the same in both cases. But the doc- 
trine that quasi-public corporations shall 
charge al) thefr customers a uniform rate 
for services rendered under similar condi- 
tions is a sound one, which in some cases 
Legislatures and courts have sanctioned. 
The interstate commerce law makes it an 
offense for a common carrier to charge one 
shipper more than he does another for the 
transportation of a like kind of traffic under 
substantially similar circumstances and 
conditions. 

The People’s Gas company is accused of 
unjust discrimination against the majority 
of its customers, It charges a dollar a thou- 
sand in most of its territory. It charges in- 
directly only 40 cents in a small part of its 
territory. That is, it sells gas at wholesale 
at 60 cents a thousand to a concern of its 
getting up, which retails that gas at 40 cents 
a thousand.

A court could intervene 
with equal propriety.to stop a ruinous war 
between gas companies if asked to do so by 
a stockholder. 


GREED OF THE COAL ROADS. 
The open letter of President Mitchell 
of the United Mine Workers confirms in 
detail what was already known—that the 
anthracite railroads in Pennsylvania hold 
the entire coal region and also the con- 
sumers throughout the country in a grip 
of iron. The present strike is not mere- 
ly a question of miners’ wages or of their 
terms of employment but it also concerns 
the users of anthracite coal all over the 
United States. The situation of the miners 
is, indeed, bad, and it is futile for the 
operators to indulge in statistics about 
August wages. Thatis a rush month, when 
the men are given full work, which they do 
not have throughout the year. The yearly 
average of work is only about 180 days 
for.each man. On many days they are 
employed only for short hours and:on many 
other days they have no work atall. The 
attempt to deceive the public with fig- 
ures relating to a single busy month is 
only another proof that the operators are 
in.the wrong and do not wish to be just. 


) The phage of the matter that concerns 


consumers is no less flagrant. Mr. Mitchell 
calls attention to the fact that the coal 
roads charge three times as much for haul- 
ing anthracite as for bituminous. Their 
uniform charge is 40 per cent of the full 
value of the coal at the mines, or nearly 
70 cents a ton. In other words, when 
these roads haul $5 worth of coal 150 miles 
to tide water they charge $2 for their sery- 
ice and leave only $3 to pay the operators 
and the miners who dug it out of the earth. 
By this means they can claim that their 
mines are not paying large enough divi- 
dends to allow a raise in wages, and at 
the same time it enables them to crush out 
independent operators. It is an efficacious 
method for robbing the miner and the con- 
sumer both at once. 

The only remedy open to consumers at 
present is to turn their attention from 
anthracite to bituminous coal. In many 
instances this substitution has already been 
made and it can and should be made in 
other places. Where heating furnaces can 
be .converted to use soft coal or gashouse 


1 coke they should be so altered. The wise 


householder in the fyture wiil make plans 
to use as little anthracite coal as possi- 
ble. This substitute remedy has been large- 
ly adopted, not only at points distant from 
the mines, but in the-anthracite region it- 
self. Soft coal has been shipped in large 
quantities to the immediate “ sphere of in- 
fluence ” where anthracite would be wholly 
used under normal and just conditions, It 
is said that when hard coal rises above $7 a 
ton the demand for bituminous coal vastly 
increases, thus placing a limit to the ex- 
tortions of the Pennsylvania barons, It 
is not probable, therefore, that the price 
will now be put up much above that figure, 
ince to do so would be to decrease con- 
sumption greatly. Nobody knows this bet- 
ter than the mine operators. 

If there is any method known to the law 
by which this vicious railway combine can 
be broken up or controlled, Taz Trrsune 
would glady see it put in operation. If, 
in the misfortunes of war, Mr. Bryan should 
be elected to the Presidency, Toe TRIBUNE 
hopes he will devote his earliest attention 
to the coal combine and discover, if he can, 
some legal mode of disrupting that or- 
ganization and of putting it under the har- 
row. It deserves no sympathy or compas- 
sion from anybody. 


DIVINITY OF “TWENTY YEARS.” 

One of the answers submitted last week 
to the Street Railway committee’s inquiries 
advocates public ownership of tracks at the 
earliest practicable moment as something 
to be desired, and in many other respects 
outlines rather an advanced policy on the 
street railway question. On the subject of 
duration of franchises, howéver, twenty 
years is approved as practically a non-de- 
batable period. 

This period has been the traditional length 

of such grants in this city for a generation. 
In many other cities, too, outside this State, 
the duration has been from twenty to thirty 
years, and in Great Britain the period has 
usually been twenty-one years. “ Twenty 
years” has been so often repeated locally 
during the last three or four years in’con- 
nection with this subject that it has come 
to wear the guise of a sort of exclusive dog- 
ma, an orthodoxy not to be questioned. In 
all that time, however, there has never been 
any real inquiry into the grounds on which 
this particular time limit—or, indeed, any 
time limit—should be urged, and real 
grounds for its approval have plainly been 
negative rather than positive. People have 
regarded all street railway franchises as 
subjects of alarm, the companies have been 
reaching out after fifty-year grants, and the 
public has, practically as a measure of de- 
fense, simply insisted upon cutting these 
down to twenty years. 
* The only deliberate discussion of the 
philosophy of time grants which has ever 
appeared in this country was contained in 
the report issued in 1898 by a committee of 
the Massachusetts Legislature, of which 
committee Mr. Charles Francis Adams was 
chairman, on the relations between the 
cities of that State and the street railways. 
The inquiries of the committee were ex- 
tended not only over the State but across 
the water, and, aside from its recommenda- 
tion of a bill to facilitate public ownership 
of car tracks, the most important feature of 
its carefully considered report was its dis- 
eussion of the policy of granting franchises 
for definite periods and its explicit disap- 
proval of the practice. Instead, the commit- 
tee recommended the continuance of the 
Massachusetts practice, under which such 
franchises are revocable at any time by 
public authority. 

The franchises in Washington, D. C., are 
held on a basis somewhat similar. They are 
granted by Congress Without any definite 
guaranty of continuance, and in every one 
there is included a clause specifically stat- 
ing that “ this charter is subject at all times 
to amendment, alteration, or repeal.”

enormously profitable—practically the en- 
tire mileage of Washington has now been 
converted to the underground system. 

A demonstration of fact is better than one 
of theory, and in this case it shows that 
the reservation of complete ultimate control, 
not limited by the guaranty of a single 
day’s tenure beyond the will of the public 
authorities, not only does not discourage in- 
vestment but has instead been followed by 
precisely the most creditable and advanced 
development and organization of facilities 
anywhere to be found. 

Fixed duration has become a sort of fetish 
in respect to public franchises, and the 
demonstration of fact referred to may well 
engage the notice of the Council Street Rail- 
way committee, 3 


ONE GOOD MARK FOR TANNER. 

In his speech at Oswald’s Grove yester- 
day Governor Tanner censured the extrav- 
agant and inefficient management of the 
State institutions under the Altgeld régime, 
which differed so strikingly from the busi- 
ness-like and economical way in which the 
affairs of those institutions have been con- 
ducted under the present administration. 
The indebtedness contracted by the Altgeld 
officials has been nearly all paid off, and all 
the institutions now have a surplus in or- 
dinary expense funds over liabilities. The 
last Legislature appropriated about a mil- 
lion and one-half dollars towards the estab- 
lishment of new institutions and the im- 
provement of existing ones. So far as that’ 
money has been disbursed it has been judi- 
ciously and economically expended, and 
the taxpayers who contributed it will get 
their money’s worth. 

Governor Tanner is correct in his censure 
and in his praise. While his own adminis- 
tration has broken down wretchedly at 
many points, especially with reference to 
the Chicago parks, the grain office, and the 
appointments to some minor local offices, 
the management of the State institutions 
has been irreproachable, and a8 a conse- 
quence the Governor has not been assailed 
as regards them. No political opponent has 
accused the officers in charge of them of 
malfeasance or misfeasance. 

If the Governor had not become entan- 
gled in Chicago politics and had not been 
persuaded by a clique of Chicago schemers 
to make indefensible appointments, and if 
he had had nothing to do with the traction 


companies, the popular verdict would have 


been that he had given the State a credit- 
able administration.

It begins to look as if Edward H. Sothern’s 
earnestness of purpose is to bring him the 
rewards genius has failed to guarantee to 
some others. There has been little scoffing 
at his Hamlet, presented to the public view 
for the first time at the Garden Theater, New 
York, last Monday night. The sincerity of 
the actor evidently has protected him to 
that extent, as well it should. His concep- 
tion has been denied the highest merits of 
tragedy but not its dignity, while the good 


| taste evidenced alike in his own role and in 


the production has been commended uni- 
versally. Miss Harned as Ophelia seems 
hardly to have shared in her husband’s 
honors. Excerpts from some of the pub- 
lished comments will give perhaps the best 
idea of the performance. The Times, whose 
reviewer ought to know something of Shaks- 
pearean acting, wept so far as to compare 
Sothern not unfavorably with Booth. | 

“The Hamlet of Edward H. Sothern,” it 
said, “is a handsome and graceful Prince. 
More than any other portrayal of Hamlet 
in recent years it resembles the Dane of Ed- 
win Booth in his prime. The jeweled circlet 
Hamlet wears on his head in the first court 
scene is a new ddornment, but otherwise his 
dress is much like that of Booth; his cluster- 
ing dark hair, his handsome, mournful eyes, 
his broad,- pale brow, his fine profile -are all 
reminders of our great Hamlet. Sothern’s 
is a wéll-considered, moderate, tasteful, in- 
disputably intelligent piece of acting, set in 
a number of carefully planned and suitable 
pictures. If it lacks the force, the thrill, the 
uplifting effect of great tragic acting, it does 
not, on the other hand, shock or annoy any 
one with trivial “new readings” and ex- 
travagant, {illustrative business” that 
serves no truly artistic purpose. Itis, above 
all other qualities, discreet, and it reveals a 
larger number of positive merits, too, than 
might have been expected. Voluble in some 
of the more difficult passages. rather than 
eloquent, explosive rather than formidable 
in the scenes of vehemence, it is still, In the 
mere matter of speech, the best, and by far 
the best, plece of acting Sothern has ever 
done. In the arrangements of the play Mr. 
Sothern indulges innovations. Miss Harned 
is a lovely Ophelia, but just a trifle too cloy- 
ing in her sweetness, perhaps. and too slow 
and whinigg in her ‘sweet bells jangled’ 
speech.” 

This was the epitomized verdict of the 
Sun: “Mr. Sothern’s performance of Ham- 
let was a good one. His worst was not 
failure an@ his best was positive success. 
He was least satisfactory in the soliloquies, 
because his elocution was not nearly fault- 
less. He was so much more impressive in 
activity than in repose that he may have 
been regarded by some observers as par- 
ticularly demonstrative, but in fact he was 
seldom noisy and some passages he made 
vivid with nothing but facial illustration. 
He looked much as Edwin Booth used to 
in the r6éle, but this comparison is made 
for the purpose of indicating his appear- 
ance, not to subject him to the cruel test 
of a measurement by the Booth standard 
in the acting of the part. But it is only fair 
to add that since Booth we have not had so 
good a Hamlet as Sothern’s.”’ 

The Herald praised the symmetry of the 
performance, and dwelt upon the fact that 
Sothern made Hamlet a perfectly sane 
being. In an interview since, the actor has 
said he does not conceive the Prince as a 
madman, but as a sensitive person over- 
wrought by the tumult of emotions. Will- 
iam Winter has not yet begun his season’s 
labor on the New York Tribune, and the 
review given was not illuminative. 

New York’s other novelties last week were 
not of remarkable importance, though both 
were interesting. ‘‘ Caleb West,” a dram- 
atization of F. Hopkinson Smith’s novel. 
was offered at the Manhattan Theater, with. 
Edwin Arden and May Buckley in the réles 
of Caleb and his wife. Manager Jacob Litt 
controls the destinies of the piece, and he has 
informed his Chicago representatives that 
the outlook is pleasant. There is no evi- 
dence to the contrary, the reviews being 
good-tempered. The Rogers brothers, after 
trying their new medley, ‘‘The Rogers 
Brothers in Central Park,” out of town, 
took it into New York at the beginning of 
the week, and there it was labeled as a lively 
entertainment of the not unfamiliar Rogers 
type. 


It has been decided to auction the boxes 
and seats for the opening performance at 
the new Illinois Theater. The auction will 
be held at Powers’ Theater on Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, Oct. 9; that day being selected be- 
cause it is a holiday, with business generally 
suspended. Joseph Jefferson, who. follows 
the Empire Theater company, will then be 
playing an engagément at Powers’, and it 
is the intention of Manager Will J. Davis 
to ask him to preside at the sale and to sell 
the first box, if not to conduct personally 
the entire auction. The auction method 
seemed the only feasible way of disposing 
of the seats. For six months mail erders 
have been pouring in on the management, 
but it did not appear that distribution on 
that basis would have much justice in it, 
while a regular box-office sale seemed equal- 
ly out of the question. 

The opening date of the Illinois remains 
at Oct. 15, and there is no prospect of post- 
ponement. Manager Davis even makes the 
statement that the house could be opened a 
week earlier. He says, however, that he 
wants no finishing touches put on after the 
house opens, and rather than take the small- 
est chance he would sooner have it idle a 
week. Miss Julia Marlowe will play “‘ Bar- 
bara Frietchie ’’ at the theater for five weeks 
after its opening, being succeeded after that 
time by Miss Anna Held in “ Papa’s Wife.”’ 

“The Ameer” seems to have made as 
many friends this year as last, which is 
not the rule with comic operas. Frank 
Daniels himself is the chief magnet, but 
his funny antics do not have to carry the 
show unassisted. The music is sprightly, 
the book will pass, the chorus is exceptional, 
and the principal parts have capable treat- 
ment. Helen Redmond, Norma Kopp, and 
Kate Uart have come to.be regarded as an 
indivisible trio, and no one wishes to see 
them separated. The engagement lasts 
through this week. Roland Reed will come 
to the Grand next Sunday in a new play, 
Modern Crusoe,’’ by Sydney Rosenfeld.

MUSIC. | 


HERE is food for careful, and even 
humiliating, reflection on the part of 
Americans in a bit af musical news 
which has been going the rounds of 
the press of late. The announcement 
comes from Europe and runs to the effect 
that the management of the Opéra Comique 
at Paris has arranged for the production of 
no less than twenty-two operatic novelties 
during the current season. Widor, Piérné, 
Debussy, Levadé, Maréchal, Alfred Bruneau, 
Chaumet, Parés, Xavier, Leroux, Coquard, 
Banés, Garnier, Bouval, Hie, Laurens, Mme. 
G. Ferrari, Misso, Silver, Hahn, Pfeiffer, 
and Hillsmacher are the composers to be 
represented. Their works are said to be 
entirely new and as yet unpublished. 

The vast difference between thé operatic 
situation in this country and in Europe is 
here made readily apparent. We consider 
ourselves fortunate if we have an oppor- 
tunity to hear an operatic novelty. once in— 
twenty-two years, it almost might be said 
with truth. But we take those that do reach 
us with thankfulness and with no especial 
regard for the source from which | they 
sprang—never even dreaming of such @ 
thing as an opera from one of our own na- 
tive writers. On the othér side, however, 
they do things differently, and in the case 
ini point we are shown how one European 
nation fosters its own art and artists—how 
in'a single Paris, opera-house and during 
a single season, twenty-two new works are 
to be brought sforward, most of them be- 
ing the productions of home born compos- 
ers. This isia really fine showing and its 
effect can hardly be otherwise than stim- 
ulating to the energy of the musicians of 
France. 

In all likelihood not all of the works in 
question are destined to prove successful; 
and in all likelihood, again, the management 
of the Opéra Comique does not look for any 
such happy result. But if out of the twenty- 
two ventures not more than two or three 


find favor with the public, or even if only 


one of the works scores a triumph, the 
risk is worth the taking. The composers 
are thus encouraged to ‘write, the interest 
of the opera-going public is maintained, and 
the management gains prestige for its en- 
terprise. 

Here im America we have no end of nov- 
elties in the dramatic world, and in the field 
of books as well; and most of them fall, ag 
& matter of course. But one or many fail- 
ures do not kill the ambition of either the 
playwright or the author—so bong as there 
is any prospect of their reaping a fair. re- 
turn for their labors. The mere possibility 
of getting their works performed or read 
of itself invites activity on the part of those 
who possess the inclination and the ability 
to produce, But no such opportunity exists 
for the American opera composer—uniess, 
indeed, it be in the line of comic opera; anda 
here the attention of the public is bestowed 
less upon the music than upon the play and 
the fun-making abilities of the players. 

It might be observed, in passing, that this 
attitude on the part of the public is quite nat- 
ural and proper. The music of the average 
comic opera is mot of much artistic value. 
The composers. as a general thing, do @ot 


occupy any high renk among musicians, and

when they do their work its hardly worthy 
of their talents. Nevertheless, there is a 
market for this sort 6f stuff, and the market 
existing there are plenty of peopie who, 
from one motive or another, aspire to supply 
it. And where other markets exist there is 
no lack of production: the dramatist stands 
a fair chance of disposing of his plays; the 
author can get his books published; the 
painter can sell his pictures; and the sculptor 
aleo has a fighting show. But the opera com- 
poser would hardly be warranted in going to 
the expense of laying in a sufficient stock of 
manuscript paper to write his score upon. 
Under these conditions the cry which goes 
up from time to time—that there are no 
American opera composers—does not count 
for much. Why Should there be, and how 
could there be when the situation is ae it is? 

A merchant would not be likely to engage 
in the manufacture of shoes if nobody wore 
shoes, and by the same token a composer 
has no incentive to compose if he stands no 
chance of a hearing. How it is that this state 
of affairs is not more fully realized, and why 
some shrewd person does not give the mat- 
ter serious consideration are things which 
wholly pass comprehension. ‘The experi- 
ences of last winter ought to make it plain 
to any one that the American public is nau- 
seated with overdoses of “ Faust,”’ “‘ Romeo 
and Juliet ’ (which latter piece, as Mr. Run- 
ciman of London recently remarked, “ has 


smelled rank for so long a time that itisa 


wonder that the sanitary authorities do not 
interfere’’), ‘Les Huguenots,” the monstrous, 
and even “Carmen” and “ Lohengrin.” 
Now, the two last-named works are beauti- 
ful compositions, as beautiful, probably, as 
any in the whole operatic category; but even 
“Carmen” and “ Lohengrin” for break- 
fast, luncheon, and dinner has proved a mod- 
notonous diet, and we crave a little change. 


The program of the Wagner festival at 
Baireuth next year includes two cycles of 
* Der Ring des Nibelungen,’’ seven perform-~- 
ances of ‘*Parsifal,” and five of “ Der 
Filegende Hollander.” Neither Tristan 
und Isolde” nor “ Die Meistersinger ”’ is to 
be presented. The composer's son, Herr 
Siegfried Wagner, will be in greater evi- 
dence than ever, as the bulk of the con- 
ducting will fall to his share. Herr Levy is 
now dead, and it is announced that Dr. 
Richter will conduct only a few perform- 
ances (those of “ Parsifal’’), and Herr 


Mottl none at all. The vocalists thus far , 


engaged include Mmes. Gulbranson, Schu- 
mann-Heink, and Wettich, and Herren Van 
Rooy, Friedrichs, Burgstaller, and Forsch- 
hammer. Frau Cosima Wagner also has 
engaged a new tenor, Adolph Grobke, a 
young singer, who, after his appearance at 
Baireuth, will go to the Royal Opera at Ber- 
lin. Another member of the company will 
be the basso, Heidkampf, of Cologne. 

Richard Wagnef himself was by no means 
without an eye to business. If he was ex- 
travagant, he was also persuasive and suc- 
ceeded in impressing upon everybody with 
whom he came in contact the fact that he 
Was a great man. But his own financial 
abilities were as nothing compared to those 
of the reigning queen and crown prince of 
the musical dynasty which he founded. 
Mme. Cosima and Herr Siegfried’s income 
from Munich alone (which is only one of the 
seventy opera-houses of Germany) amounts 
annually to the snug sum of $3,000. The 
eleven of Wagner’s music-dramas included 
in the Munich répertoire. have netted the 
bex office of that institution a grand total 
of $1,478,230. Of this sum $117,000 has gone 
to the composer and his heirs—to his heirs 
chiefly, as has been pointed out with pro- 
priety. | 

* Tannhdiuser has been the most profit- 
able work of the lot, having yielded from 
250 performances the sum of $299,580. ‘“ Ri- 
enzi’’ has been the least lucrative, having 
been given only forty-four times and with 
an accrued income of but $52,700. The youth- 
ful work, “‘ Die Feén,”’ has been exploited to 
the tune of $80,000. But Munich, with all its 
devotion to Wagner, lives to feel the power 
of his heirs. The Royal Intendant of the 
new Court Theater, constructed in accord- 
ance with Wagner's plans and bearing the 
name of the Prince Regent’s Theater, has 
applied for permission to present the Wag- 
ner music-dramas under the conditions 
which have prevailed in that city héreto- 
fore. But just here is Frau Cosima’s op- 
portunity, and in she steps with the demand 
that, in return for the concession solicited, 
both the new theater and the old Court Opera 
abstain from producing any of her illustrious 
husband’s works during the Baireuth festi- 
vals. This demand stands out the more 
strongly in view of the fact that she, as the 
relic(t) of the great Richard, has already 
pocketed something near $125,000 in royalties 
from Munich. 

Another instance illustrating *“‘ how anx- 
ious the widow and the son are to promote 
‘the master’s’ art” is found in the case of 
the director of the theater at Elberfeld, who 
recently performed an act from “ Parsifal ”’ 
in concert form. He had every legal right to 
do this, having defeated the Wagner heirs. 
in a lawsuit based upon this point; and now 
Cosima and Siegfried threaten to withdraw 
the right to perform any of Wagner’s works 
at Elberfeld. Out of all this muddle there 
comes one consoling thought, however, and 
that is, whereas Richard Wagner’s heirs are 
having and making much trouble to obtain 
their “ rights” and to “ promote the mas- 
ter’s art,” Siegfried’s heirs will not have 
any such difficulty over his compositions.

Their Scotch ancestry had no family leaning 
toward the banking business, but each of 
them has exhibited striking aptitude for the 
handling of money. 

David Forgan was born in the old town 
of St. Andrews, Scotland, in 1862, so that 
by the calendar he is only 38 years old. He 
received a common school education in his 


| native village and at 15 years old entered the 


branch of the Clydesdale Bank at St. An- 
drews. His position was that of messenger. 
It was no special bent of mind that took him 
into the institution. He went into it in search 
of work and once in it the work pleased him. 
He rose to the opportunities and after three 
years in the St. Andrews branch of the bank 
he had become sufficiently grounded in bank 
routine to consider the possibilities of bank 

ing in the new world. 


Experience in Canada. 


He emigrated to Halifax, Nova Scotia, in 
1880, and secured a position in the Bank of 
Nova Scotia. In Canada, as in Scotland, a 
few large banks,. with numerous branches 
in the smaller cities, do the business of the 
country. Each branch bank has its man- 
ager, who, under the main house, has almost 
complete supervision and‘ direction of the 
branch institution. e 

After a year Mr. Forgan’s abilities were 
so recognized that the main bank kept him 
moving as a general utility man between 
the varieus branch banks in Canada. For 
three years he filled emergency positions In 

ese branches, and kept a sort of general 

upervision over them. : 

In 1883 the manager of the branch bank at 

edericton; New Brunswick, became dis- 
satisfied and left at a moment’s notice. Mr. 
Forgan in haste was started for Frederic- 
ton. He rode all night in order to be at the 
bank at the opening hour next morning. He 
was just 21 years old, and there was not a 
clerk in the bank who was not older than 
he. He was almost whollv unfamiliar with 
the environment of the Fredericton bank, 
but it would have to open next morning for 
business. with Mr. Forgan shouldering the 
responsibilities of loaning money, passing 


chinery of the institution. 

But both his Scotch and Canadian train- 
ing had fitted him for the trial. e branch 
bank system in both countries has _ the 
tendency to put responsibility upon em- 
ployés, such as the system-in the United 
States does not do. The manager of a Ca- 
nadian branch bank has only a slightly lim- 
ited function of a President. He can call 
upon the main house by telegraph for it to 
share his’ responsibility in a loan, but the 
fewer times he does it the more appreciated 
are his services. At 21 years old, with an 
experience of only six years behind him, 
Mr. Forgan shouldered the Fredericton 
branch and its duties. Six hours after his 
arrival in the place he was loaning money 
to men whom he never had heard of before. 

For five years Mr. Forgan conducted the 
affairs of the Fredericton bank. Then he 
had a call to the American Exchange Bank 
at Duluth. It offered such’ inducements 
that he went to it as assistant cashier. Two 
years later the Northwestern National Bank 
of Minneapolis bid for his services, and he 
went to fit as its cashier.

of its newness. He read it and found not 
only some of its fallacies but some of its dis- 
ingenuousness. He reviewed the book in a 
paper of several thousand words, and this 
manuscript was printed in a Minneapolis 
daily paper, attracting much attention and 
bringing to the reviewer scores of letters, 
congratulatory and denunciatory. It was 
one of the first exploitations of the Harvey 
theory, and the book’s notoriety began to 
date from that paper. The article brought 
Mr. Forgan to the attention of the banking 
world in Chicago and influenced his next 
step in banking. 

After four years in the Minneapolis insti- 
tution, Mr. Forgan was tendered the Vice 
Presidency of the Union National Bank in 
Chicago, and came to it in 1896. Thus he is 
one of the new bankers of the city, to say 
nothing of his being one of the youngest. 
In 1898 he was elected President of the Union 
National and served in this capacity until a 
few weeks ago, when arrangements were 
made for merging the Union National into 
the First National Bank. In this newly 
organized Firs: National Bank Mr. Forgan 
becomes Vice President. 


Leaning Toward Letters. 


As a banker, however, Mr. Forgan may 
represent a spoiled literary man. Asa boy 
he had a leaning toward letters, and before 
he left his native St. Andrews he had writ- 
ten a story of several thousand words, which 
was printed in serial form in the St. An- 
drews Citizen, It was a romance, under the 
“The Heiress of Stillwood Castle.’’ 
Before printing it the paper gave it consid- 
erable display advertising. Today Mr. For- 
gan smiles at the attempt, but his children 
know where the story lies, yellow and faded, 
pasted in an old volume of. Bradstreet’s. 
Along with it are other bits of his writings, 
some of them in verse. Mr. Forgan has out- 
grown them, but his little ones read them 
with conscious pride. He has a taste for lit- 
erature that is with him still, though of late 
years he has done little writing beyond an 
occasional paper on the abstruse questions 
of banking. One of his recent speeches on 
“Banking as a Profession’’ was widely 
copied in financial papers of the country. 
If in nothing else, Mr. Forgan feels his early 
literary experiments were valuable to him in 
giving him a command of language. Hav- 
ing’ the command of English, he has 
his points clearly whenever he has written 
for print on banking subjects, and these ar- 
ticles have had a good deal to do with bring- 
ing him to the attention of the financial 
world. 

Mr. Forgan was married in. Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, in 1885. At that time he was 
manager of the Winnipeg branch bank. His 
wife was Miss Agnes Kerr. They have five 
children—three boys and two girls 

Coming to Chicago in 1896, Mr. Forgan 
made his home in Evanston.

BIRDS NEED .PROTECTION. 


Ornithologists Point Out the Lack of Uniformity in State 
"Legislation. |

FFORTS in Chicago at freeing 
native birds from the cages of 
city dealers have called atten- 
tion to the more widespread 
necessity and desire for bird 
mam, protection. A State here and a 
; State there, protecting only cer- 
4 tain birds each has seen fit, 
a seeming necessity for national 
laws or for State laws that would look to- 
ward common-sense discrimination in the 
birds to be protected, and to some concerted 
manner of seeing to the laws’ enforcement. 

Already the Lacey act, that has passed 
Congress, promises that the bird question 
will be more seriously and consistently 
answered in the future. The meafliing: of 
such a law will be seen when it Is re- 
marked that of the 1,125 species and sub- 
species of birds in the United States only 
200 are game birds, and of the ninety species 
termed birds of prey only six have been 
classed as truly injurious to the welfare of 
man. 

As some one has said, sportsmen long 
ago learned the necessity of having game 
birds protected, while the farmer only 
recently is beginning to see that many other 
varieties of birds are advantageous to his 
crops, both as weed-seed destroyers ‘and 
as devourers of insects and small animals. 


Provisions of Lacey Act. 


Three provisions are laid out in the Lacey 
act, and on lines broader and more liberal 
than ever before were considered by Con- 
gress. First, it places the preservation of 
birds under the jurisdiction of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture; second, it authorizes 
the Secretary of Agriculture to regulate 
the importation of foreign birds and ani- 
mals, and to prohibit thé introduction of the 
mongoose, the flying fox, the English spar- 
row, the starling, or other species that may 
be injurious, and it prohibits interstate traf- 
fic in birds which might promote violations 
of interstate laws. 

Migration of many of the birds most 
worthy of protection made the Lacey acta 
necessity. Birds protected in all seasons 
in ohe State might have no protection at 
any season ip the next State. This always 
has been an incentive to violations of the 
law near the State’s lines in which strictures 
were imposed. 

The meaning of the term ‘“ game” bird 
has been so interpreted in many States as to 
be absurd. In recognition of this the Amer- 
ican Ornithologists’ union has suggested 
that the game birds be classed by families 
instead of species, and to this end proposes 
that ‘*‘ the following only shall be considered 
game birds: The Anatidz#, commonly known 
as swans, geese, brant, river and sea ducks; 
the Rallidz#, commonly known as rails, 
coots, mudbens, and gallinules; the Limico- 
la, commonly known as shore birds, plovers, 
surf birds, snipe, woodcock, sandpipers, tat- 
lers, and curlews; the Galline, commonly 
known as wild turkeys, grouse, prairie 
chickens, pheasants, partridges, and quail.”’ 


Birds Without Protection. 


*Not included in these groups are the 
cranes, wild pigeons, doveg, flickers, meadow 
larks, reedbirds, blackbirds, and robins. 
Cranes, pigeons, and doves are too scarce 
to figure any more with the gunner, while 
the bird lover insists that flickers, meadow- 
larks; blackbirds, reedbirds, and robins 
are too valuable as insect-eaters to be sac- 
rificed for the table. Even the dove asa 
weed-destroyer is pleaded for, and the fact 
brought out that in one bird’s crop, filled 
from a Tennessee rye field, 7,500 seeds of the 
oxalis stricta were taken. 

The flicker, or yellow hammer, hopping 
from stump to stump ina pasture, and show- 
ing the golden yellow of his wings’ insides, 
is one of the farmer’s friends without pro-_ 
tection. In the crops of 230 of these birds

Professor Nehrberg 
says that one of the causes of the decrease 
in the migratory birds comes from the pot- 
shooting of the Southern States. In. Ala- 
bama, however, only fifty birds are named 
as belonging to the game list. ; 


Plume Huntérs Under Ban. 


Recently the plume hunter has come under 
tee ban in several States, largely through 


more importagt birds the snowy heron fur- 
nishes the well-known aigrettes; pelicans 
supply quills and breasts; gulls and terns 


grebes’ breasts, besides being used for trim- 
ming hats, are also made into muffs, collar- 
ettes, and capes. There is an enormous de- 
mand for plume birds by the millinery trade 
in years when they are in fashion, and the 
localities where the birds breed are scoured 
by hunters, who find a ready market for the 
skins at prices varying from 10 to 50 cents 
apiece. As these birds all nest in colonies, 
it is a simple matter to destroy large num- 
bers on the breeding grounds; and so thor- 
oughly is the work done thatesome of the 
species, particularly the egrets and terns, 
have been almost exterminated along the 
southern and eastern coasts of the United 
States. 

Plume birds as well as insectivorous birds 
are protected in States which have compre- 
hensive laws prohibiting the killing of all 
birds except game birds and certain desig- 
nated speeies commonly considered in- 
jurious. But these States are few in num- 
ber, and include only Arkansas, Illinois, In- 
diana, Massachusetts, New York, Rhode 
Island, and’ Vermont. The Provinces of 
Manitoba and Ontario in Canada also pro- 
tect these birds. 


Protection of Common Birds. 


More protection is asked for the turkey: 
buzzard and the carrion crow than generally 
has been accorded. They are specially pro- 
tected in Maryland, the District of Columbia, 
Virginia, West Virginia, South Carolina, 
Texas, Oklahoma, Colorado, and Wyoming, 
but protection considered necessary must 
be national. 

Protection of eagles is probably based on 
sentimental rather than economic grounds, 
and is inspired by a destre to insure against 
extermination the bird which has been adopt- 
ed as the national emblem. includes 
eagles in its list of protected species, Con- 
necticut protects them by a special law, 
and New Hampshire has prohibited the 


a penalty of $40. ; 

Of late the public clamor for protection of 
the birds has been growing from the senti- 
mental class to the economic. It is brought 
home to the farmer that the hawk which 
may catch $1 worth of chickens in a season 
destroys $10 worth of mice, rats, snakes, and 
vermin of all kinds. That the owl, which 
occasionally ravages his henroost, does him 
many more good turns than bad, | 

And when the sentimentalist and the 
farmer get together in the interests of the 
birds and the hands of the pot-hunter are 
tied, the man who loves nature for what 
nature intended it to be will go into his 
woods and fields content, without regard to 
the forces that brought the possibility about.

Doubled into “V” 
shapes ort the floors they sleep as only worn- 
out muscles can make men sleep under such 
conditions. | 


NO SANITATION.. 

In these houses, at most, is protection from 
the el 
and filth are everywhere. Most miners make 
an effort at cleanliness of person; they bathe 
after coming from the black pits and get into 
a change of chothing. But the cleanliness 
that. might be possible under the best con- 
ditions is impossible in the company village, 


where there is no sewerage, no bathrooms, : 


and ‘fewest inducements to sanitation. The 
alleys reek with the garbage dumps that heat 
and steam under the influences of rain and 
sun. 

Here and there may be a house that shows 
the marks of a crude taste. There may be 
vines at a window; perhaps a sickly plant on 
awindow sill. The chances are that an 
Englishman lives there. He will have his 


| brood of Hitle ones, the older ones in school, 


and himself working in the interest of his 


rude. home. But since the influx of the low 
types from southern Europe he has found 


it Hard to keep sdurand body together. Once 
he could earn $100 to $125 a month today he 
is fortunate to have steady work at $2a day. 
Then his tools must be mended and sharp- 
ened by company smiths; he must buy com- 


pany powder at company prices, and to a | 


great extent he feels the pressure compelling 
him to buy all supplies at the company stores. 
In addition to all of this is the chance of ac- 
eident that may lay him up for weeks. 


IN COMPANY STORES. 

Ostensibly the laws of Pennsylvania have 
made the company stores an impossibility, 
but they exist and flourish in that existence. 
There are rents, tobacco, powder, provisions, 
and perhaps medical services to be paid for 
out of earnings until in many cases scarcely 
a fraction of a month's wages will be coming 
to man in cash when pay day finally comes.. 

In “the patch” things are worse, for the 
reason that the dwellers in the patch allow 
it tobeso. The settlement is simply a hodge- 
podge of rough boarding. The company 
house is not profitable in this neighborhood, 
so the company may get only 50 cents or 
$1 a month as ground rent for each of the 
miserable shacks that cumber the ground. 


One lane, choked with garbage and bowlders, 


may lead into the patch and through it. 
Elsewhere only courts, lanes, and by-paths 
make ingress possiple.

“HIKES” AND “HUNKS.” 

This is the home village of the representa- 
tives of southern Europe. Here the Italians,

* Hunks.”” These mén go to work at 7 


o’clock in thé morning, take one hour for 
noon, and quit at 6 o'clock in the evening. 
A good man may earn $1 or $1.10 a day; 
from that limit wages scale to 50 cents for 
a day’s work. These are wages such as 
they never got In the mines of the old coun- 
tfy, and the patch is not the least discon- 
tented end.of the average village. 

But the patch is an ugly place for dis- 
content to come to life in. When the Polack 
or Slovak arrives in a Pennsylvania col- 
ilery his first purchase is a revolver. Next 
he buys a silver watch, and after that he 
may or May not save money inthe hope of 
returning one day to comparative ease in 
his native country. The Italian and Sicilian 
buy a stiletto. If they are too poor they 
may content themselves with taking an old 
file and sharpening it to a point with razor 
edges. Then with a corncob on the blunt 
end and the whole instrument in a boot or 
up a. sleeve, they are ready for citizenship 
in the patch. 

Life is cheap there—as cheap as it is in the 
mines. An accidental death in a mine is a 
subject for mere gossip of the moment. It 
is dismissed in a dozen words. Yet when tb 
head of a dependent family is gone a house 
across the way may open to the little ones 
in a way to put a higher civilization to shame.

From the miner’s life to the miner's work 
is a retrograde movement.

Before he can set a blast to shatter down 
the tons of coal to his shovel he has had to 
buy his ‘powder of the company, paying 100 
per cent more than he could have bought 
it for in the open market. Before he can 
fill his miner’s lamp to set the charge he 
has had to pay an exorbitant price for the 
oil at the company store. 

If he be at contract work he is paying his 
“helper” perhaps $1.50 a day out of his 
own pocket. He may be. getting 95 cents 
for each carload of coal sent up to the 
breaker and he may send up twenty-five 
carloads in a week. But as he works in the 
semi-dark, pieces.of slate, broken by the 
explosion, sift into the coal. He cannot see 
to take them out if he would, and at the 
top of the breaker is a “ docker,”” who 
watches for pieces of slate and who ‘ docks” 
each car as seem’ to him fit. At the end of 
the week when the miner is credited on the 
books of the company his account may be 
short $3 or $4 because of this slate. The 
miner must submit. The finding of the 
**docker’’ is final.

THREE METHODS OF, MINING. 

Three methods are used-in mining in the 
anthracite regions, and the: foregoing de- 
scription refers to that tin mines where the 
shafts are sunk straight down for 500 to 1,000 
feet below the surface.

A second method Is “ slope’ mining, where 
the shaft enters the earth at.a long angle to 
the levél of the veins.

STATISTICS OF SUPPLY. 


Edward W. Parks, statistician for the 
United States Geological Survey, has esti- 
mated that the original anthracite coal sup- 
ply of Pennsylvania was about 19,200,000,000 
tons of 2,240 pounds. Since 1820, -when the 
.first inroads were made upon the field, 2,000,- 
000,000 long tons have been mined. But it 
has been estimated that for every ton of coal 
mined a.ton and a half goes to waste, either 
through ‘being lost in the culm pile or being 
left in the depths for the support of mine 


long tons have been taken from the original 
From these figures 14,200,000,000 
tons still are buried in the hills and improved 
methods have been minimizing the waste to 
such an extent that most of this and some 
of the deposits already charged to waste will 
be saved in the future. To this saving in 
mining may be added a more perfect combua- 
tion in the future and a greater preservation 
of heat results, maybe extending this life of 
200 years to 300 or more, | 

For several years the culm piles of an 
early date have been remined, as it were. 
Heavy rains and melting snows have washed 
coal particles from these into the creeks 
and ditches and from these they have been 
swept into the rivers, Grappling for this 
coal in the rivers has become a considerable 
industry. This coal has been washed fifty 
miles down rivers, and particles are found in 
the Susquehanna River more than 100 miles 
from the mines. 

In some of these tributaries of the Susque- 
hanna, under favorable circumstances, coal- 
grapplers frequently take out as much as 
five tons a day to a man. - This coal has not 
deteriorated and it is washed free from dust 

. by reason of its immersion.

beau-ing so dear to girlish hearts which 
was so long maintained, at least according 
to the opinions and statements of the young 
women themselves, has been passed over of 
late, and courting and lovemaking, with 
matrimony as at least a potential conclusion 
of these diversions, is tolerated quite warm- 
ly at present, if not actually encouraged. | 
Affectionate couples now throng the ¢n- 
trance hall and every nook and corner of the 
lower floor every night of the week, and 
even spread out on the steps and promenade | 
lovingly up and down Michigan avenue, ta = 
say nothing of filling the parlors to over- 
flowing. The boarding-school saying that - 
“ nobody’s anybody here, unless they’re . 
couple,” seems to apply pretty strongly to 
the young women of the Michigan avenue ~ 
home and their masculine friends. ws 
This pleasant state of affairg has not 
always existed in regard to the home. Not 
so long ago the young women boarders, ac- . 
cording to their own statements, were comi-+ 
pelled to receive all their callers upon two . 
or three nights of each week, within rather 
restricted time limits, and the chaperon 
idea was carried to extremes. It was & 
brave young man who called more than once 
upon a girl resident of the home in those 
days; he must be prepared to stand the 
chaffing and laughter of his fellows and to 
‘be inspected by any number of keen and 
eager feminine eyes. Anything like a pri- 
vate or reasonably uninterrupted conversa- 
tion was absolutely impossible. Every 
’ girl in the place, according to the statements 
of the young men and of some of the suffer- 
ing young women, deemed it her solemn duty 
to wander casually in and out of the parlors 
whenever another’ young woman had a . 
masculine visitor, and.to stay there long 
enough, every half-hour or-so, to keep the 
visiting couple from feeliig at all lonely or 
neglected. 


Op else, masculine callers being few and 
' far between, the idea was to make the most 
of thém, all around, when they did appear. 
If Dy any chance thé other girls neglected 
this duty some of the elder officials of tie 
home made up for their delinquence by them-. 
selves passing through the parlors—quite ~ 
casually of course—every once in a while, 
The girls didn’t like this. Sad stories of 
tears, remonstrances, indignant departures 
occasionally, are told concerning this period 
of the home’s existence and progress. As 
for the young men, they grew nervous and 
staid away.

This much is true, at allevents. Whereas, 
the young men who desire to visit young 
women residing at the home were wont at 
no distant date to enter the place shame- 
facedly, send up their cards with timid, 
nervous blushes, and, sidling unobtrugively 
to the parlor, spend the evening in looking 
miserable, 
come, they now throng up and down the

Authorities Are Non-Committal. 

_The authorities of thé home &re non-com- 
mittal in regard to the conditions herein 
described as well as concerning those which 
preceded them. 

“ Any young woman who lives here is wel- 
come to have masculine callers any night in 
the week until 11 o'clock,” said one of them 
recently, being questioned in regard to the 
girls and their lovers, “ and no restrictions 
: are placed upon or suggestions offered to the 
guests of the home in any way. If they be+ 
came too noisy and obstreperous in ‘their 
laughter or merriment we should remon- 
strate gently, of course, but this has never 
yet been done so far as I know.

All these may be Disraell’s opinions and 
views.

LGIAN hares, in the sense of 
an investment fof small capi- 
tal, have taken of something of 
the nature of the Welsh “ rab- 
dit.”

A few animals 
ate valued anywhere between $150 and $500 
a pound live weight, but the remarkable ;

with fabulous prices, both for ng pur- 
poses and for the purposes of the butcher. 
Only a few months ago a handsome buck 
would have sold for the price of a suburban 
house, having three lots, a barn,and a steam- 
Todey the average 
buck is not worth much more than a good 
horse. Whén he gets somewhere near the 
figures quoted for Angora cats and fox ter- 
riers the ordinary citizen may hope to nib- 
bie at the hind leg of one of them, and de- 
termine whether or not he likes the flavor 
of the Belgian hare. | 
And these prices are coming nearer and. 
nearer at a pace that reminds the Chicagoan 
of nothing so much as the price of gas in 
the North Side district over which the 
Municipal and Ogden companies are squab- 


Raise Large Families. 

One of the peculiarities of the Belgian hare 
is his predilection for largé families. His 
descendants are great-great-great-great- 
great-grandchildren long before he is too 
tough for broiling, and they have uncles and 
cousine and aunts in a bewildering confu 
sion. 

_ Dr. B. C. Platt, President of the National 
Association of Belgian Hare Judges at Los 
Angeles, Cal., has taken several days off and 
figured to a nicety how many descendants 
a pair of Belgian hares would have at the 
end of five years, provided saddle of rabbit 
was not on the bill of fare of the producer.: 

Figuring from Sept. 1, en the first fam- 
ily of eight are born, on July § of the next 

ear there would be only 248 members in 
he family. At the end of the second year, 
however, the 614 couple would begin to fee 
less lonesome, with 16,386 children and 
grandchildren of various degrees about 
them. Not till the end of the third year 
would they begin to feel homelike, at which 
time 1,049,400 descendants would be gam- 
boling around them. In the fourth year this 
progeny would have increased to 67,116,962, 
and these in another year would number the 
enormous total of 4,805,181,682 hares. 


Statistics of Pair’s Progeny. 


These figures need some comparisons to be 
understood. ® Nose to nose, these animals 
would belt the earth more than forty times 
at the equator. With only 4 square yards 
to each animal, 5,560 square miles of terri- 
tery would ‘be netessaty to support them.” 
Their. weight, at 10 pounds each, would be 
21,525,000 tone. The ears of these animals, . 
sewed together, with some allowance for 
lopping, would make a chain more than 600,- 
000 miles long. 

Not all these figures are Dr. Platt’s, but 
he makes some quite ae interesting. For 
the owner of these animals he would sug- 
gest the buying of Orange County, Cal., with 
all the needless improvements for a rab- 
bitry. ‘—THen, with these animals worth $1 
apiece, he says the owner “ could build the 
Nicaragua Canal, pay off the public debt of 
the United States, build 100 first-claes battie- 
ships, give $25 to each man, woman, and 
child in the United States, and still have left 
a neat Mttle fortune of about $1,000,000,000.”’ 

And all from a pair of rabbita, in five years’ 
time. 

Because of this great fecundity of the 
Belgian hare it should not be many moons 
before the creature will, be served in South 
Halsted street, provided South Halsted 
street kes the flavor. In the ghetto, how- 
ever, its flesh will be barred under the old 
Biblical classification which condemmed the 
creature as food becatise it “ divideth the 
hoof but cheweth not the cud.” 

But, oddly enough, Dr. Platt’s figures have ' 
not approached realization in England, where 
the animal has been bred for fifty years. BE. 
BH. Gillen, Vice President of a Chicago com- 
pany, has made two trips to England with- 
in five months, seeking high-grade Belgian 
stock. He bought of dealers who had been 
in the business from twenty-five to thirty- 
two years, and not one of tHese had ever 
sold a hare for consumption.

“It is not contended that the Belgian hare 
will ever be more than a table luxury. As a 
steady diet the palate would tire of the 
flesh. But the Mesh of the creature would 
be desirable always in the same proportion 
to beef as frog legs, chicken, turkey, and 
game are now 

* California people have expressed fears 
that the Belgian hare may overrun that 
country. The idea is absurd. The hare is a 
domesticated animal, just as chickens and 
turkeys are. They cannot live in a wild 
state. They would degenerate and die out, 
even if the animals and birds of prey in the 
country did not exterminate them."’ 


Craze Over in California. 

California has sent out bulletins to the 
effect that the craze and fad for Belgian 
hares is over, yet this West Side company 
in Chicago has animals valued at $1,500 to 
$2,000 apiece and they are not for sale at 
these prices. They are fancy breeding ani- 
mals and are kept’for this p at big 
profits. Twenty-five dollars @ com- 
paratively small price to pay for a 
pair of well-bred hares; few of the 
animals are quoted under §5 each. Only a 
few days ago a dog in South Chicago broke 
into a hutch and ate $750 worth of Belgian 
hares and was.still hungry when the owner 
of the hares filled him up on duck shot. 

England has been perfecting the Belgian 
hare for a good many years. From a fad of 
the leisure clags the breeding of hares has 
become an industry Involving large capital. 


As an industry, however, the improvement 


of the breed has been necessary until the 
best animals in American rabbitries are im- 
ported from that country. It was from Eng- 
land that Germany, France, and Austria 
learned the lesson of rabbit breeding and 
from that country the idea came to the 
United States. 

Nine years ago the Belgian hare first at- 
tracted attention in this country. Animals 
wefe exhibited at the World's Fair in con- 
siderable numbers, and from that showing 
poultry raisers took them up as a side ex- 
periment. For several years the hare was 
an incidental attraction at poultry shows. 
About four years ago, however, the Bél- 
gian hare became popular within two 
years his admirers have been legion and his 
breeding a sort of craze. ; 

California has been especially adapted in 
soll and climate to the breeding of the hare 
and Los Angeles has been the center of the 
industry. Half a dozen associations for ex- 
hibition purposes have been organized in the 
United States, and in Febfgary last Los An- 
geles gave an exhibition that in interest and 
pe sone of prizes has not been exceeded any- 
where. 


Turned Loose in California. | 


But Los Angeles is repudiating the creat- 
ure in & measure. It is said that 100,000 
of them have been turned loose from the 
rabbitries of that section of the State and 
that their foragings upon the countryside 
indicate that a new foreign pest has gained 

foothold in that coast country. The con- 

rvative farmer especially has made war 
upon it because of its menace to his, grain 
and orchards. He is talking even of a 
roundup of them, such as Kansas and Ne- 
braska once made of the jack rabbit. In 
these roundups of the “ mule-ear”’ on the 
Western plains miles and miles of country 
were scoured, wagons trailing long loops 
of wire through the long grass serving to 
rout the animals from their beds. Ten thou- 
pand rabbits sometimes would be killed at 
one hunt, the hunters using every concefvablie 
manner of weapon. 

If the pinch comes to California this lost 
art in Kansas may have a renaissance on the 
coast.

For years Europe has been eating the 
flesh of the Belgian hare.

What is more, it is 
tender: The “ wild” flavor is lacking in

But it is pretty generally conceded that 
the breeding of Belgian hares, even under 
Dr. Platt’s optimistic plan, would not drive 
stockmen or the Stock-Yards out of busi- 
ness. The gastronomic feat of eating thirty 
hares in thirty days hardly will be at- 
tempted. About the tenth day of persistent 
rabbit feeding, the ordinary man would take 
to the corn husks of the Prodigal Son with 
a great sigh of relief. . i 

The bones of the Belgian hare are smal! 
and he “ dresses" attractively as a piece 
de resistance. The hind legs and the sad- 
dle are the choice portions of the animal, 
and in the breeding of the creature the 
long flank reach, forming the saddle, is 
sought for as a desirable point. 


Hare’s Nest Is a Fact. 


‘The average litter of young numbers eight. 
They are born into a circular nest, which the 
mother hare builds of straw, afterward lining 
it with soft fur plucked from her own breast. 
The young increase in weight about one 
pound a month until they reach maturity at 
nine months, weighing then nine or ten 


pounds each. Dressed, their flesh will sell at 


retail for 25 cents a pound and the pelt may 
bring from 25 cents to $1, according to its 
size and value of fur growth. This fur goes 
into the manufacture of hats in great quan- 
tity. Rugs, muffs, gloves, collarettes, and 


even cloaks are made from the skins. To’ 


prepare the skins as furs the long hairs are 

lucked out; leaving the rich, seal-brown 

uster of the Inner coat. Electric seal 
wraps are made from the coats of these ani- 
mais, a machine having been invented which 
cuts off the dark tips of the hair, leaving the 
seal effect. As the animal is perfected by 
careful choice and breeding, its fur value in- 


In general, anything that is eaten by a 
sheep or cow is food for the Belgian hare. 
They are especially tasteful, however, and 
only clean, well kept vegetables and grains 
will be eaten. 

One of the most famous specimens of the 
male hare in the United Stated is Fashoda, 
champion of the world, owned at Los An- 
geles. He was imported from Pngland, and 
has won cups and prizes all over the world. 
He is regarded as nearly perfect in form,: 
and .is remarkably intelligent, responding to 
petting almost like a dog. 

Among some of the Chicago notables of 
the hare family is Lord Lipton, an imported 
buck, valued at $1,500, and not for sale at 
any price. Another is Champion Gold Sov- 
ereign, worth quite as much, and presenting 
a better pose than does his titled neighbor tn 
Sacramento avenue. Chicago Belle, among 
the does, is regarded as a splendid specimen. 

From these specimens even the uninitiated 
may gather the essential points ‘of beauty 
in the creatures. Perfectly erect ears are 
desirable, as are straight, tapering forefeet, 
and a straight tail. he feet should be un- 
marked by white cross bars. A “ long coup- 
ling’’ in the flank fs both a beauty mark 
and a commercial desiferatum. The long,

HITHER the troubles in the 
| Pennsylvania coal flelds rior the 
1 prices in the Chicago coal yards 
chill the anticipations of Winter 
entertained by one class of peo- 
ple in this city. The tinion may 
strike wherever it listeth; and 
“eens the coal baron may rise to the 


United Order of Coal-Pickers will keep warm 
this winter in the same old way and at the 
same old price. Activity is the only requisite 
for membership tn this order, which .guar- 
antees dividends to all. The citfes are the 
centers of the organization, although there 
are branches throughout the country. 

The coal-pickers’ operations are carried 
on along the railroad tracks, on the city 
dumps, and wherever there are. piles of 
ashes. Along the railroad tracks is where 
the richest finds in fuel are made. Nuggets 
are garnered by the coal-pickers who patrol 
the separate territories to which they have 
squatter rights. Fierce fights take place be- 
tween the original claimants and those who 
try to * jump ’”’ the choice track claims. 


Saving the Ten Per Cent. 


It has been estimated by statisticians that 
out of the $600,000,000 or $700,000,000 Worth 
of coal produced in this country’ at least 
10 per cent is wasted outright before it goes 
into the fire. The statisticians do not take 
into account the waste of the coal in the 
dumps; neither do they take into account 
the industrious coal-picker. 

A railroad official said in speaking of coal 
gathered by the coal-pickers: ‘‘ We allow 
them to gather the coal that is lost from 
the tenders for several reasons. It would 
not pay us to haggle over specific lumps of 
coal. Down In the central yards it is another 
matter; the coal-pickers get in the road 
there. Out’ along the lime they eartt our 


thanks for hélping clean’ up the litter on 


the right of way; and -they need the coal. 
We have to discourage them, however, when 
it comes to satisfying the natural tendency 
to take a chunk here and there from loaded 
cars.”’

OBOYHOOD 
YARNS IN 1900. 
Old-Time Politician at Headquarters 
Laments—Bryan Gifts Will 
Take Their Place. 


is one thing I am missing 
this campaign,” said the old-time 
visitor at political headquarters, 
which amused me in "96. You know 
the candidates of the two leading 
wiaattion that year were new men in big 
politics. True, both had been in Con- 
gress, but there’s a big leap from the Lower 
House of Congress to the Presidency. Well, 
you know when Major McKinley and Mr. 
Bryan were nominated we had acres of 
stories about their boyhood. I had a young 
friend at the time who was a press agent for 
a Bryan bureau, and he told me it was his 
business to build a story about Bryan's ju- 
venile precocity whenever a McKinley boy- 
hood story was printed. Finally the young 
man's imagination began warping, and he 
used to come around to me and ask about my 
boyhood, and I got so I expected him just 
go often, but I didn’t know until the cam- 
paign was pretty well along that he was 
using my stories as Bryan stories. One of 
my friends sent me a paper containing a yarn 
about. Bryan which my friend knew was an 
incident in my life. He wrote on the mar- 
gin of the paper asking me how much the 
Bryan committee was paying me for my boy- 
hood experiences. 

“ After that when my young press agent 
called I usually had a skyscraper tale to un- 
load on him which he always accepted. The 
taller the yarn the better it suited his pur- 
pose. But of course the boyhood experi- 
ences of both these candidates were exhaust- 
ed in '96. When Mr. Stevenson was a candi- 
date fer Vice President with Cleveland all 
his boyhood incidents were used up, and now 
that he is a candidate with Mr. Bryan there 
is no chance of working up anything new 
about him. Governor Roosevelt has been 
so ‘conspicuously before the public the last 
few years that we know all about his life. 
I reckon we are not going to have any boy- 
hood stories about a the candidates in 
the two leading parties’ this year. It will 
seem funny enough to some of us who have 
had that sort of thing unloaded on us in 
other years. 

** However, I read somewhere the other 
day that somebody had sent Colonel Bryan 
@ silver-headed cane. I have always been 
suspicious of the man who accepted a silver- 
headed or gold-headed cane. I reckon it is 
the regult of an incident which occurred in 
my boyhood. There was a church raffle in 
my town at which a lot of things were 
worked off on the handsomest man, the 
smartest man, the ugliest man, the oldest 
man, and others, until all of the articles ex- 
cept a silver-mounted cane had been dis- 
posed of. The manager of the raffie asked 


cane. It was agreed to vote it to the man 
who owned a windmill near town. I did not 
see the significance of that vote at the time. 
But as I grew to manhood I rather conn 

ed mounted canes with windmills. on 
that Colonel Bryan has received a mounted 
cane you may expect to see a regular gift 
campaign in the direction of Nebraska from 
this time on. This cane gift business is con- 
tagious. Colonel Bryan has exactly the sort 
of build to have a collection of canes, jack- 
knives, hats, and fishing rods.

Though there are no } 
real Scotch: gypsies, the name is often ap- 
plied to a class of people once known as the 
‘Tinkers,’ who are wanderers who live gyp- 
sy lives.” | 


Trade Horses; Tell Fortunes. 
“How do you gypsies live?” Mr. Millner 


was 

“Always the same,” he replied. Deal- 
ing; trading horses, and fortune telling. 
The last._is always the .women’s work. 
Gypsy life is rather expensive, but we makes 
good money. We go wherever we will and 
live always happily. And when we camp 
we are careful to see that our children go 
promptly to school. They all get good com- 
mon school educations.’’ 

Under the name of “ Gypsy Joe Yooper” 
Mr. Millner obtained considerable reputa- 
tion as a boxer in the East not long ago. 
His wife is also well known and preserves 
among other keepsakes that have been 
given her the flag of the Irish volunteers 
which at the time of the Fenian invasiun 
of Canada was to have been borne by the 
submarine steamer Holland. The invasion 
failed, the Holland went to the bottom, 
and General O’Brien presented the flag to 
Mme. Milliner. It is a double silk banner, 
héavily ornamented, and bearing on one 
side an eagie and Erin’s harp, and on the, 
other a legend showing it to have been 
given to the volunteers by the ladies of 
Philadelphia in 1842, 

Some of the gypsy wagons at the South 
Side encampment are unusually ornamental 
and expensive. They are roomy vans, 
mounted on‘ platform springs, that make 
them exceedingly easy to ride in. At the 
back of each is a big‘bunk, in which the 
travelers camp at night, and forward of 
it are seats for the family. Beneath the 
bunk is storage room for the camp equipage. 
In these vans the wanderers travel many 
thousands of miles, living as free as the 
birds of the woods they pass through. Some- 
times in pleasant weather they sleep in the 
open at night, but in general the wagon is 
their hofme. from the time they strike their 
tents at one “steady’’ camp until they 
pitch them at another. 

In traveling these strange people have cer- 
tain. traditional camp grounds, with which 
they become familiar, and which are known 
among the neighboring housedwellers as 
“gypsy camps.”’ One such has for half a 
century been established in Bailey’s woods, 
on Sheridan ‘road, Evanston, and in years 
net long gone by there were months at a 
stretch when some roving band was to be 
found there every night. Mr. Bailey, owner | 
of the ground, was a friend of the nomads, 


being “jollied.”” So they decided

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and was well known among them from:end 
to end of the country. 
Near Cottage Grove avenue and’ Forty- 


ninth street is a camp of gypsies that has. 


been- established for nearly five years. It 
is the home of the Smith family. ‘‘ Mme. 
Smith, Egyptian Fortune Teller,’’ read for 
years a sign in front of the tents, and, 
though “Mme. Smith” is now dead, her 
daughter and daughter-in-law keep up the 
“shop,” while her son is proprietor of the 
camp. Old Mr. Smith has retired from tent 
life and has become a gorge. He occupies 
a.house on Thirty-first street, and lives 
quietly, like his neighbors. Under the wil- 
lows where he pitched his last tent is now a 
collection of half a dozen big canvas rooms 
which together make up the dwelling of the 
younger Smiths. 

Miss Smith, fortune teller, is one of the 
most beautiful Romany maidens now in 
Chicago, with black hair and eyes, tall, and 
with a graceful, strong figure. “ We love 
this camping ground,’ she said recently. 
“ Though we are within hearing of the cable 
cars, we are far enough back to seem iso- 


‘lated. These noble willows hanging over 


and sheltering us are as nearly wild as any- 
thing in the city can be, and the sweet clover 
in the flelds adds to the effect. We will be 
sorry to break up and leave this place.” 


Lincoln Avenue Camp. 


The North Side gypsy camp on Lincoln 
avenue, near Lawrence avenue, Is tenanted 
now by Lees, Whartons, and Smiths. Harry 
and Diana and Caroline Lee and seven chil- 
dren, Elijah and Phebe Wharton, and Ted- 
dy and Pembla Smith with their -children 
make up the party that has held the ground 
for nearly a year past. Teddy Lovell and 
many others wintered there, but have gone 
on northward, and are now in Milwaukee. 

The gypsies at this camp nearly came to 
grief and had their camp damaged last year 
through misdirected zeal in living up to 
popular expectation. They gave out that a 
**queen was to be crowned” on a certain 
Sunday—a wonderfully beautiful queen. A 
reporter and an artist for an afternoon pa- 
per visited the camp, and were filled by al) 
the gypsies with wonderful tales of the new 
queen’s beauty, and of the ceremonies that 
were to mark her inauguration. As it hap- 
pened, the two’ discerned that they were 
to do 
something of the same kind themselves. A 
picture of a beautiful girl was drawn, to 
represent the queen. A name was provided 


for this, and then the ceremonies were en- 
larged and improved upon. The result of 
their labor appeared in print that night, 
and next morning found a crowd estimated 
at 10,000 persons in the vicinity of the camp. 
These exhausted all available supplies of 
beer, then drank whisky, and became quar- 
relsome. In vain did the terrified gypsies 
promise to have them in a week and de- 
clare that the “ queen” had been delayed 
in Missouri. e. visitors “grew insistent, 
and at last only the opportune arrival of 
two wagonloads of police officers prevented 
the entire demolition of the camp. Since 


then no Chicago Romanies have advertised | 


a coronation. They have left that for the 
Roumaniski followers of Gus Stankovitch. 


On the West Side. 


The best-known gypsy camp in the city is 
that on West Forty-seventh street and West- 
ern avenue. Fora long time it was the home 
of the Stankovitch party, but they have now 
abandoned it and only real gypsies are now 
there. These are Mrs. Seed, a fortune teller, 
her brother, Nathan Lovell, and a dozen de- 
scendants and other relatives of Mrs. Seed. 
Nathan Lovell, under the name of “ Pro- 
fessor’ Nixey,” is well known as a boxing 
master, having come to this country in the 
'80s as trainer to Jem* Mace. Though his 
home is in New York, he was born in a tent, 
and is now spending the summer ‘tn the tent- 
ed camp on the West Side. 

Such are the Chicago Romanies, the small- 
est of the three classes of inhabitants. Hos- 
pitable, kindly to visitors, cheerful, frank, 
they are a jolly people to meet and to know, 
even if one has not the love of wandering 
implanted in him. One who has cannot but 
enjoy a visit to their camps and a sight of 
the gypsy mother busily preparing the meals 
over a camp fire. For in the city as in the 
field they preserve the same simple ways of 
life, so that with any picking up of tents 
they may not take up the hardship of a new 
manner. 

Through the open tent.on a sultry day 
blows the ceaseless west wind. Under shel- 
ter and in the breeze lie gypsies drowsing. 
Out in the sun gorgeos run about working, 
sweating, uncomfortable, and complaining. 
But to the Romanites there are only peace 
and content without worry. They believe in 
taking everything as it comes, and they live 
up to their belief. And apparently they are 


happy.
